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PREFACE. 


The  design  and  method  of  this  volume  has  been  al- 
ready so  fully  explained  in  that  which  will  perhaps  be 
usually  found  to  accompany  it,  under  the  title  of  *^  The 
Peerage  of  the  British  Empire  as  now  existing,^'  that 
scarcely  any  explanation  of  its  design  or  contents*  will 
be  here  necessary.  As  the  present  state  of  the  Peerage 
of  the  three  kingdoms  will  form  the  matter  of  that  volume, 
so  will  this  before  us  offer  to  our  view  the  earlier  story 
of  the  Ancestors  and  Families  of  the  Nobility  of  the 
present  day — the  commencement  of  a  chain  of  informa- 
tion not  less  acceptable  to  the  historical  antiquary,  than 
its  later  links  may  probably  be  found  by  the  more  light 
and  careless  reader.

Duko  of  SHxnny  nnd  BBniii,  too  of  Ilts'iiy 
L  the  Proud,  and  Gertrude,  helrosa  of  Saiony,  the  bouse  of  Esii  atluined  a  degree  of 
power  in  the  emiiire  ao  fonuidnble  to  the  reigning  Emperor«,  that  bv  the  proiuul- 
gttiOD  of  the  bun  of  the  empire,  in  Ihe  ^ear  1 IBO,  hi*  yaasalg  were  icsiigBled  to 
»5»erl  their  ipdependenre  ;  and  iil\er  a  life  spent  in  military  aehieTementa  and  the 
display  of  proweii  and  heroism  worthy  of  belter  success,  be  !efi  at  length  lo  bis 

Eoatenly  the  pos»e>»ion  ot  the  Dncbj- of Uruniwick  only,  while  the  present  reigning 
ouses  of  Baiony,  Bavaria,  Brandenburg,  Mecklenbui^,  Wirlemburg,  Anhali,  and 
the  first  line  of  Autlrian  princes  rose  on  Ihe  ruins  of  Ibeir  ancient  inhentuice.

of  nil  other  nations,  is  loo  much  involved  in  the  clouds  of  doubtful  liad.iinn,  to 
permit  us  to  lay  moch  stress  on  that  pedigree  of  the  House  of  Tudnr,  which  by 
claiming  for  it  a  descent  from  the  ancient  British  kings,  would  place  an  heir  of  that 
race  on  the  throne,  in  the  person  of  Henry  7th,  from  whom  all  our  aubseqnent 
monarchs  hn>e  descended.  But  from  Cebdic,  one  of  the  earliest  Saxon  invaders, 
and  founder  of  the  kingdom  of  Wessex  in  the  lixth  century,  the  Royal  lineage  is 
iinecjuivocBl. 

EoBEKi,  the  seTBnteenth  King  of  Weiser,  ninth  in  patomal  descent  from  Cerdic, 
united  under  bis  acepire,  about  Ihe  year  BS8,  by  inheritance  or  conquest,  all  llie 
kingdoms  of  (he  Snxoa  Heptarchy,  end  transmitted  the  kingdom  undivided  through 
fourteen  successions  and  seven  geneiatioos  in  the  male  line,  to  Edmvnd  Ironside  ;

John  Vane,  Eiq.,  of  Tudelej,  12th  in  descent  from  Howell  ap  Vane,  was  father 
of  Richard,  from  whom  the  Earl  of  Westmoreland  descends,  and  of  John  Fane  of 
Hadloe,  Co.  Kent,  Esq.,  whose  son  and  grandson,  hoth  Henry  Fanes,  snocesaivelj 
inherited  his  estate ;  the  latter  was  father  and  grandfather  of  the  two  Sir  Henry 
Vanes  who  played  such  conspicuous  parts  in  the  great  historical  drama  during  the 
reign  of  King  Charles  I.  and  the  succeeding  interregnum.  Sir  George  Vane, 
youngest  son  of  the  elder  Sir  Henrr,  surprised  and  took  his  father's  castle  of  Rabr, 
on  behalf  of  the  king,  in  1645,  with  a  party  of  royalist  forces  raised  by  himself.  He 
was  ancestor  of  the  late  Sir  Henry  Vane  Tempest,  Bart.,  whose  daughter  and  heir  is 
the  present  Marchioness  of  Londonderry,  and  of  Sir  Frederick-Fletcher  Vane,  Bart., 
of  Hutton  Hall,  Cumberland. 

Sir  Henrr  Vane,  the  younger,  was  beheaded  npon  Tower-hill,  14  June  1662, 
soon  after  the  restoration  of  King  Charles  II. ;  but  his  son  Christopbsr  was 
created,  in -1699,  Baron  Barnard,  of  Barnard's  Castle,  Co.  Durham,  and  d,  in  1723. 
His  son,  Gilbert,  2nd  Lord,  was  father  of 

Henry,  3rd  Lord,  who  succeeded  him  in  1753,  and  was  created,  in  1754,  Viscount 
Barnard,  of  Barnard's  Castle,  and  Earl  of  Darlington  ;  he  d,  in  1758,  baring  m. 
in  1725,  Lady  Grace  Fitzroy,  daughter  of  Charles  Fitzroy  Duke  of  Clereland  and 
Southampton,  and  co-heir  of  her  brother  William,  2nd  and  last  Duke,  by  whom  he 
left  three  sons:  1  Henry,  his  successor,  2nd  Earl  ;  2  The  Hon.  Frederick  Vane, 
b.  26  June,  1732,  d.  28  April  1801,  baring  m.,  1st,  Henrietta,  daughter  of  Sir  Wil- 
liam Meredith,  Bart.,  by  whom  he  has  left  a  daughter,  m.  99  Feb.  1795  to  Captain 
Metcalfe;  and  2ndly,  Aug.  1796,  Jane,  eldest  daughter  of  Arthur  Lysaght,  Esq., 
who  d.  7  April  1813 ;  3  The  Hon.  Capt.  Raby  Vane,  R.N.,  b,  2  Jan.  1736,  d.  Oct. 
1769 ;  having  m.  17  April  1768,  a  daughter  of  the  late  Bishop  Eyre.

This  family  was  of  great  consideration  in  England  previous  to  the  reign  of  King 
Stephen,  when  Richard  de  Colville  removed  to  Scotland.  Robert,  his  lineal  heir 
male,  killed  at  the  battle  of  Flodden  in  I5l3,  was  grandfather  of  Sir  James,  who  had 
two  sons,  James  and  Alexander  ;  James,  the  eldest  son,  was  created,  in  1609,  Baron 
Colville  of  Culross,  with  remainder  to  his  heirs  male  whatsoever,  and  his  issue 
male  failing  in  his  grandson,  James,  Snd  Lord,  who  d.  in  1640,  the  title  devolved 
on  his  nephew,  John,  of  right  5rd  Lord,  son  of  his  brother  Alexander ;  but  neither 
he  nor  his  successors  assumed  the  title,  till  it  was  claimed  by,  and  allowed  by  the 
House  of  Lords  in  1723  to,  John,  of  right  7th  Lord,  4th  in  descent  from  John,  who 
should  have  been  3rd  Lord. 

John,  7th  Lord,  was  a  Lieutenant-Colonel  in  the  Army,  and  in  the  expedition  to 
Carthagena,where  he  fell  a  victim  to  the  epidemic  disease  so  fatal  to  the  British  troops 
in  that  fruitless  siege  ;  he  d.  on  board  a  transport  in  the  harbour,  in  April  1741  ;  five 
of  his  sons  survived  their  infancy,  and  all  were  highly  distinguished  either  in  the 
military  or  naval  service  of  their  country ;  all,  however,  d,  tinm.,  except  Alexander 
and  John,  successive  Lords  Colville.  Alexander,  8th  Lord,  succeeded  his  father, 
but  d.  without  issue  in  1770,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  next  surviving  brother, 
John,  9tli  Lord,  father  of  John,  the  present  and  10th  Lord,  who  succeeded  him 
in  1811. 


COMBERMERE,  VISCOUNT.    (Stapleton-Cotton.) 
Peer  of  the  United  Kingdttm. 

This  family  is  supposed  to  be  of  Saxon  origin.  Sir  Hugh  Cotton  was  seated  at

Sir  Robert  Salusbury  Cotton,  Bart.,  who  d,  in  1807  ;  having  m.  in  1767,  Frances, 
youngest  daughter  and  co-heir  of  James-Russell  Stapleton,  Esq.,  of  Boddryddon, 
Co.  Denbigh  ;  by  whom,  besides  a  daughter,  Frances,  who  d,  unm,  in  1786,  and  his 
son  and  heir,  Robert- Salusbury  Cotton,  Esq.,  who  d.  before  him  unm.  in  1799,  be 
bad  the  following  issue :

Margaret, 
daughter  of  Humpbipy  da  Bobun,  Earl  of  Hereford  and  Eaaex,  by  the  Lady  Eliiu- 
betb,  dau^ht^r  of  King  EnWAnn  I.,  by  whom  be  had  six  aona:  vii.  I  Sir  Hugh 
'C^neiuy,  Iv.G.,  auiamoned  aa  a  Baron  to  Parlinment;  he  d.  before  his  father, 
in  137*,  leovine  Hugh,  hia  son  and  heir,  who  d.  before  his  grandrBtber,  in  1377. 
9  Sir  Fjiward,  from  whom  the  succeeding  Esrla  deaceuded ;  he  likewise  d.  before 
hia  bther,  but  left  two  aurriting  aons.  3  William,  sueceaaively  Biahop  of  Hereford 
and  London,  and  Archbishop  of  Canlerbuiy  ;  he  d.  in  1396.  1  Humphrey,  d.  young. 
4  Sir  Peter  Co  ortfiBiiy.  K.li.,  distingoiahed  as  a  Priry  Counsellor  of  King  Edwabi, 
111.,  and  comiianioD  in  arms  of  iho  Black  Prince ;  he  d.  unm.  in  1409.  6  Sir 
Philip,  of  Powderhun  Coslle,  Co.  Devon,  from  whom,  in  the  direct  male  line,  the 
present  Earl  descend*  ;  and  through  whom,  to  the  present  day,  be  inherits  Powder- 
•bam  and  other  lands  which  were  eettled  by  the  Sud  Earl,  on  himijelf  and  bia  ia-

Sir  Hugh  of  ilaccomb,  the  Snd  aon  of  Sir  Edward  Courteoar,  snd  brother  of 
Edward  the  3rd  Euri,  left  two  aoni ;  Edward,  hia  beir,  who  rf.  without  issue,  and 
Sir  Hugh  of  Boconnoe,  wbo  also  lost  his  life  in  the  battle  of  Tewkesbury.  Hii 
■on  and  heir.  Sir  Edward  Courienay,  the  then  beir  male  of  bis  bonse,  was  implicated 
in  the  Duke  of  Buckingham's  conspirarr  for  aelting  ibe  Earl  of  llichmond  upon 
the  throne,  end  was  attainted  in  1484;  lie  *«Bped,  howerer,  to  Brittanv,  where 
the  Earl  of  Kicbmond  then  was  ;  and,  landing  with  him  ibtt  same  year  in  Walet, 
mu  present  at  the  battle  of  Boawortb.  whicb  transferreil  (be  crown  to  Itichmond  by 
the  name  of  HeNKV  VII.  Sir  Edward's  attainder  was  immediatelv  rereraed,  but 
not  that  of  the  6lb  Earl  of  Devon,  the  chief  part  nf  whose  estateti  were  coa- 
feired  on  bim,  which  would  olberwise  hare  been  inherited  by  that  Earl's  heirs  ge- 
tiaral ;  tmd  Sir  Edward  was  created  Enrl  of  Devonabire  in  1485,  and  bononrad 
garter.  In  1497  he  held  the  city  of  Exeler  for  Henrt  VII.  aiiunst  PerkiD  W'u- 
beck,  and  d.  in  1509.  learing  a  son.  Sir  William,  wbo  m.  the  Princess  Kntberine, 
joongeet  daughter  und  co-beir  of  King  Edward  IV..  and  aiater  of  ihe  Queen 
consort.  He  was  attsinird  in  1309,  on  auspicion  of  holding  a  treasonable  eoms- 
pondence  with  bis  wife's  kinimaa,  Edmund  lie  la  Pule,  Earl  of  Suffolk,  ■ 
Yorkist,  who  bed  fled  into  Flunden ;  and  ha  was  detained  a  prisoner  bll  the  death 
of  kinglltNUY  VII.  HrNHT  VIII.  liberated  bim  as  noon  as  he  ciiine  to  the  throne; 
and  u,  in  consequence  of  the  attainder,  he  coold  not  legally  inherit  his  father's 
Earldom,  he  was,  on  the  10th  AIst,  151 1,  crented  Earl  of  Deron.  by  a  new  patent, 
He  did  not.  however,  long  enjoy  his  honors  sad  Iha  King's  faror.  but  d.  of  a  feret 
on  the  itth  June  following:  leaving  one  aon,  Henrv.  K  U.,  lltb  Esrl  of  Devon,  in 
Reorder  of  succession.  He  inherited  bis  falher's  Karldom  of  the  creation  of  l&ll, 
ud  having  the  following  year  obtained  a  reveraul  of  his  f»ther's  attainder,  inherited 
also  the  Earidom  of  14Sd.  He  waa  created  Manguis  of  Exeter  in  IbfOt,  and  in  ISSi 
dftclared  bv  King  Hfsbv  VIII.  next  beir  lo  the  crown  ;  a  short-lived  honour,  as  in 
the  following  year  bis  Lady  stood  sponsor  to  the  Princess,  afterwards  Queen 
JEDiaabeth,  whom  her  father  declared  hia  anccessor  immediately  npon  ber  birth,  in 
default  of  his  own  male  issue.  He  fell,  however,  under  tbe  displeasure  of  thai  jualoui 
tyrint,  towards  tlie  cloae  of  hia  reign ;  and,  after  presiding  in  Westminster  Hall, 
■t  the  trial  snd  condemnation  of  the  Lords  D'Arcy  and  llussey,  for  high  treason, 
in  IA38.  ho  was  bimaelf  tried  for  his  life  in  the  isme  place,  in  the  December 
"  9  chaiitB  ol  conspiring  to  raise  Cardinal  Reginald  Pole  to  the  throne. 

„d  giiltv,  beheaded  upon  Tower  HiU,  9  Jon.  1S39  and  attainted.     He  left  an 

y  aon,  tdward,  who  waa  prevented  fr«n  inheriting  Ma  (Other's  honours  by 
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the  _\IiirqQi»'»  allainder ;  though  only  Iireire  yean  of  »pe  al  bia  fether's  death,  lie 
vu  conuDilled  to  the  Taner,  sod  contiDued  a  jirisoner  ihroD^cliouI  tlie  reign  of  King 
Edward  VI.  Queen  llllarr,  who  is  auppoacd  to  liare  eniiirtained  an  affection  for 
him,  released  him  immedintplv  upon  twr  Mcesaion,  and  created  bim  Earl  of  Devon, 
with  remainder  (o  bia  "  heira  inale  for  ener,"  hr  patent  dated  3  Sejit.  IdaS  ;  Iht!  siunv 
nar  he  was  restored  in  blood  by  Act  of  Parliament,  hul  aa  the  attainder  of  bia 
tinher  wu  neter  receraed,  he  did  not  cucceed  to  any  of  hia  honours.  Qneen  Mary, 
jeaknu  of  ui  imagined  attachment  between  the  Marquia  and  her  sister,  the  Princeaa 
Elizabeth,  thren  them  both  into  tbe  Tower  npon  an  accusation  of  being  privy  In 
Sir  Thoroaa  Wfal'a  rebellioa,  bui  released  fiiem  on  her  inarriage  with  King  Philip. 
and  the  Earl  of  Deion.  fearliil  of  again  falling  under  tlie  royal  displeaaure,  quilted 
hisconntry.  and  rf.  mini,  at  Padaa,  4  Out.

Id  tbii  imfortunale  nobleman  ended  the  aplendour,  interrupted  by  aomanj  misfor- 
tones,  of  the  iUaslriona  boose  of  Conrtenai.and  with  hitn  failed  tlie  male  dencendants 
of  Edward,  the  tnd  aon  of  Hugh,  the  Vnd  Eurl,  and  the  three  intermediate  aona  of 
tbs  said  Sod  Earl  baring  died  wicbonl  inaue,  the  heira  male  of  thia  lasl  Enrl,  on 
whom,  bj  the  patent  of  1653,  the  Earldom  wat  entailed,  must  be  aought  for  in  (he 
inue  of  Philip,  hia  6th  and  youngeat  aon. 

Thia  Sir  Philip  Couitenaj  of  Powderham  Castls,  wat  ancestor  of  ■  line,  which, 
during  the  Ironbleg  and  praB|ierity  of  the  elder  bnuich,  had  flourished  in  respecla- 
bttity.  though  not  in  splendour,  in  the  jirivacy  of  their  Ueronahire  nttremeni, 
through  sii  generations.  Sir  William  Courtenay,  the  proprietor  of  Powderham 
CiuU«,  at  the  dmih  of  Edward  Earl  uf  Devon  in  1556,  would,  according  to  Ilie 
eenslnietion  recently  given  tu  the  psleot  of  1553.  have  aacceeded  hiin  in  the  title 
•fEuJof  Devon  i  he  d.  in  15,^7,  and  was  succeeded  by  liia  aon  Sir  William  Cour- 
tMUT,  to  whom  iu  16M  suceeeded  bis  son  Fmncia.  He  d.  in  1638,  and  won  sue* 
iwe^dby  hii  aon  Sir  William,  lo  whom  the  dignity  of  a  Baton  wea  offered  in  Ajiril 
16B9, hot  which  he  appears  to  have  declined.  He  Mas  created  a  Baronet,  but  not  afiecl- 
iag that  title,  as  conscioua  of  tbe  much  higher  dignities  which  of  right  pertained  to  him, 
never  took  oat  his  patent ;  he  was,  bowerer,  always  alyled  llaronet  in  the  commie- 
MOna  Moit  him  by  the  King.  He  d.  in  ITOS,  and  Francis,  hia  eldest  son,  having  d.

His  Lordship  is  of  a  very  ancient  Welch  family.  From  Sir  Rice  ap-Thomas, 
Fitz-Urian,  K.G.,  in  the  reign  of  King  Henry  VII.,  the  9th  in  descent  was  George 
Rice,  Esq.,  his  Lordship's  father. 

William,  1st  Baron  Dynevor,  1st  Earl  and  2nd  Lord  Talbot,  m.  Feb.  1734, 
Mary,  daugliter  and  heir  of  Adam  dc  Cardonnell,  Esq.,  by  whom,  who  d.  5  April 
1787,  he  had  an  only  daughter,  Lady  Cecil ;  he  was  created  Baron  Dynevor  of 
Dynevor,  Co.  Carmarthen,  with  remainder,  failing  his  issue  male,  to  his  daughter

Peer  of  Scotland  and  of  the  United  Kingdom. 

Roger  de  Montgomerie,  who  came  into  England  with  William  the  Conqueror, 
was  Enrl  of  Arundel,  Chichester,  and  Shrewsbury,  and  gave  his  name  to  the  town 
and  County  of  Montgomerie  in  Wales.  Robert  de  Montgomerie,  supposed  to  be  bis 
grandson,  settled  in  Scotland,  and  obtained  from  Walter,  the  High  Steward  of  Scot- 
land, the  manor  of  Eglisham,  in  the  County  of  Renfrew,  which  is  still  possessed  by 
the  Earl  of  Eglintoun.  6th  in  descent  from  him  was  John  de  Montgomerie  of  Eg- 
lisham, mho,  in  1388,  made  prisoner,  at  the  battle  of  Otterboum,  the  celebrat^ 
Henry  Lord  Percy,  commonly  called  Hotspur.  He  m.  Elizabeth,  daughter  and  sole 
heir  of  Sir  Hugh  de  Eglintoun,  with  whom,  besides  other  considerable  property,  he 
obtained  the  Baronies  of  Eglintoun  and  Ardrossan,  which  also  are  still  in  possession 
of  the  Earl  of  Eglintoun.  His  grandson.  Sir  Alexander,  was  created  Lord  Mont- 
OO.MERY  about  the  year  1448.  Alexander,  eldest  son  of  the  1st  Lord,  d,  before  his 
father,  leaving  two  sons ;  Alexander,  2nd  Lord,  who  succeeded  his  grandfather ;  and 
Robert,  whose  grandson  Sir  Hugh  Montgomery,  was  created  in  1622,  to  the  Peerage 
of  Ireland,  by  the  title  of  Viscount  Montgomery  of  Great- Ardes,  Co.  Down ;  Hug^, 
son  of  the  Viscount,  was  advanced  in  1661,  to  the  dignity  of  Earl  of  Mount- Alex- 
ander in  tlie  same  County,  and  both  titles  became  extinct  in  1758.  To  Alexander, 
2nd  Lord,  succeeded  his  son  Hugh,  Srd  Lord,  created  in  1307,  Earl  of  Eglin- 
toun ;  he  d.  in  1.^1.5.  His  two  eldest  sons  d.  before  him  ;  John,  Master  of  Eglin- 
toun, the  2nd,  was  killed,  in  1520,  in  an  affray  in  the  streets  of  Edinbui^h,  between 
the  Earls  of  Arran  (with  whom  were  the  Montgomeries)  and  Angus,  and  their  par- 
tisans ;  his  eldest  son  Archibald,  Master  of  Eglintoun,  also  d.  before  his  grand- 
father, and  Hugh,  his  2nd  son,  succeeded  as  2nd  Earl.  He  d.  in  1546,  and  was 
succeeded  by  his  son  Hugh,  3rd  Earl,  a  zealous  partisan  of  Queen  Mary,  on  whose 
behalf  he  was  engaged  at  Langside.  He  d.  in  1585,  leaving  the  two  sons  and  two 
daughters  following  :  1  Hugh,  his  successor,  4th  Earl,  who  was  killed  in  a  feud

He  d.  in  Ililjl,  leaving  Gre  sous  ;  of  whom,  Huoii,  the  eldest,  succeeded 
Lim.  and  became  7th  Eakl  ;  James,  3rd  eon,  woi  ancestor  of  the  present  Earl ;  and 
Hohert,  5th  aon,  afier  commencing  his  career  in  politics  and  war  on  the  side  of  the 
Knglish  Pariiament,  re|«iifed  lo  the  Stan Jard  of  King  Ciiabi.h  li.,  and  wssMojor- 
Ueneral  of  the  Horse  at  the  bnttle  of  Worcester,  where  he  was  wounded  and  lakea 
prisoner.

I6Ji9,  went  abroad  to  the  King,  and  letomed  w

Hugh,  7th  Earl,  was  a  stauacb  Royalist  in  the  civil  war,  and  commanded  a 
troop  of  horse  raised  hy  himself,  in  the  King's  army,  at  the  battle  of  Marston  Moor, 
where  his  father  was  engaged  on  the  opposite  side ;  he  d.  in  1669,  and  was  sue* 
ceeded  by  his  son,  Alexander,  8th  Earl;  to  whom,  in  1701,  succeeded  his  son, 
Alexander,  9th  Earl  ;  he  d,  in  17!it9,  leaving  two  sons.  Alexander,  10th,  and 
Archibald,  11th  Earls  ;  the  latter  succeeded  his  brother  in  1769,  and  d,  withoot 
male  issue  in  1796,  when  the  male  line  of  the  7th  Earl  became  extinct.  He  left 
two  daughters,  of  whom  Lady  Susanna,  the  youngest,  6.  20  May  1788,  d.  tcnm.  16 
Nov.  1805  ;  and  Lady  Mary,  the  eldest,  wife  of  the  late  Lord  Montgomerie,  is  the 
mother  of  the  present  Earl,  and  now  m.  to  Sir  Charles  Montoliea-Lamb,  Bart. — See

By  the  death  of  the  11  th  Earl,  and  the  extinction  of  the  male  line  of  the  7th 
Earl,  the  title  devolved  on  the  representative  of  Colonel  James  Montgomerie,  of 
Coylsfield,  Srd  son  of  the  6th  Earl.

Robert  de  Ivery,  supposed  to  have  sprung  from  a  younger  son  of  Eudes,  Duke  of 
Brittany,  was  amongst  the  most  powerful  Barons  who  accompanied  William  the 
Conqueror  into  England,  and  obtained  from  that  Prince  considerable  estates  in 
Somersetshire  and  elsewhere  ;  he  d,  in  Normandy  in  1083.  Ascelin,  his  eldest  son, 
sometimes  called  Gonel  de  Perceval,  and,  from  the  violence  of  his  temper  and

■Ira*.  ■)^iDst  ibe  united  power  o(  the  King  of  Knnce  and  the  "Uubc 
■  iLh  nil  tbe  (otce  tbey  could  reiae,  until,  wearifd  with  the  ledinusnea: 
Willi  the  diScullie*  of  tbe  aien^,  the;-  agreed  ti  '  '    ' 

'  ■■"  "I'.ii;— I,  (Jonel  de  Pctceral,  hia  aon,  aummi 
he  saraame  of  Luvel,  and  at  lengl 
■cendania,  immedialelj  on  coming  to  hia  inherilancB,  johjed  with  Waleran',  Erirl  of 
MrUent  and  Leiceater,  in  rebellion  againat  King  Flihsv  I. ;  and  after  the  defeat  of 
Torold  in  Normandj',  narrowly  eac*[ied  being  Isken  ;  hy  exchanging,  however,  his 
arma  for  tbe  dress  of  one  peasant,  snd  giving  bis  afaaes  lo  analber,  for  providing 
him  •  pAsssga  over  tbe  river  Seine,  he  reached  his  caslle  of  Iveiy  in  safety,  and 
foDiid  means  to  retoncilo  himself  to  tbe  King.  From  this  time  he  reaided  chiefly 
in  England,  and  forliGed  bis  Castle  of  Knrr,  in  Somenelabiie,  against  King 
Stephen.     On  bis  death  bis  five  sona  divided  bia  inheiilance  ;  Ihej  were,

view  to  her  restoration,  but  was  again  obliged  to  suhroit,  upon  articles  of  iademnilr. 
Hed.ia  1576,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  son,  Geordii,  (itli  Earl,  who  following  in 
bis  fkther's  etepa,  was  repeatedly  in  rebellion,  sometimes  successful,  but  frequently 
obliged  to  submit,  and  as  frequently  pardoned  by  King  James,  who,  notwitbstanding 
these  politicBl  oBeaces.  was  much  atUicbed  to  him,  and  considered  him  a  good  nnd 
loyal  subject.

From  the  llaniiltoaa  of  Innerwick,  a  hrancb  of  the  ancient  family  of  Hamilton, 
sflerwards  Dukes  of  Hsniilton,  of  which  the  Marquis  of  Ahercom  is  the  praseiil 
male  repnuentaliTe,  deseendad  Sia  I'lioniia  Hutiit.TON  of  Prieiitfield,  who  bainR 
bred  to  the  bar,  was  siitnilted  Advocate  in  1587.  and  apiminted  u  Lord  of  Session  in 
ISW.  by  the  title  of  l«rd  DrunicBim  ;  he  «-bs  afiBrwards  Lord  Clerk  RegiBliir  of 
Sootland  and  Sacretarv  of  State,  and  was  raised  to  the  dijiiilv  of  the  Peerage  in 
1613.  by  the  title  of  Lord  Biouing  nnd  Byres.  Being  subaequsntly  l^rd  I'rrai- 
dentof  the  Court  of  Session,  he  iriu,  in  1619,  advanced  to  the  rank  of  E*ai.  of 
AfelvoH.  and  in  1637,  dianj^d  that  title  for  HjnotNOToK.bv' ]ttteiit,  retaiaing  the 
former  preoadence.  Ked.  id  1637,  and  wks  succeeded  by  bu  eldest  s<hi,  Thohas, 
Snd  Eari.  ;  aiding  with  the  CovenaDters  in  the  civil  war,  he  was  appointed  Colonel 
of  one  of  tlieir  regimi>nts,  and  was  killed  in  1640.  by  the  explosion  of  a  coDsidenible 
ini^uxine  of  gunpowder  in  the  castle  of  Dunglnsa,  whifh.  demolishing  one  of  tlie 
enstle  walla,  buried  him  snd  numerons  other  persons  in  its  ruins.  He  left  two  soni, 
1  TnoHAs.  Jrd  Eabl,  who  d.  witluiut  issue  in  1645;  and  3  John,  4Ih  Eahl.  who 
was  sncceedetl,  in  1669,  by  his  only  sun  Citiniju,  5lh  E.ni..  He  n.  Maraaret,  in 
her  own  right  Countess  of  Rollies,  eldest  daughter  of  John,  Duke  of  Rothes,  snd 
by  Ler,  who  d.  in  1700,  bad  two  sons,  John  and  Thomas.  John,  the  eld,?sl  son.  suc- 
ceeding lo  the  Earldom  of  Rothes,  resigned  ihnt  of  Haddington,  which  was  in- 
grained 10  his  brother  I'iiouas.  tith  Eahi.  of  IIadoinoidk.  The  Ivsrl  of  Rothes  l,»d 
eight  son*)  and  dying  in  17 J3,  waa  succeeded  by  bii  eldest  son  John,  !Hli  KsrI, 
of  Rothes,  who  H.  m  1767,  and  was  succeeded  by  bis  son.  John,  10th  Earl. 
on  whose  death  in  177,1.  his  sister.  Jone-Eliiabelb,  became  Counl«M  of  KotliHS  ; 
but  his  uncle,  the  Hon.  Andrew  l«slie.8th  son  of  (he  8th  Fjirl  of  Rothes,  became 
iieir  mate  and  repreaentstiie  of  Ibe  1st  Eari  of  Iladdingtou.  He  ri.,  bowerer.  in 
1776.  and  as  all  his  brolbers,  I'le  eldeal  only  excepted,  had  done,  he  d.  unik.,  and 
lbs  Esrl  of  Haddington  ntjaiii  became  the  beir  male  of  bii  house.

Archibald,  bia  gniudBOU,  was  fatber  of  1  WilUain,  who  conlinued  the  line;  '■' 
Andrew,  ancestor  of  tbe  Karl  of  Morton. 

Sir  William  Douglna,  aumamed  llie  Hardy,  sou  of  the  above  WiUiaia,  aworc 
fealty  to  Kin^i  Eowjird  1.  in  1S91,  bat  wu  in  uias  against  hiiu  aa  gOTeroor  of  Bsi- 
wiok.  when  Edward  invaded  Scotland  in  1396.  He  was  then  com|iellnl  to  nums- 
der  the  town   upon   eapilulntion,  and  Bt^aiu  awore  fealty  to  Edn-aid;  he  howettr 

1'oined  Sir  William  Wallace  the  following  year,  for  which  bia  eatste  was  laid  waste,  and 
lia  wife  and  children  carried  off.  Having  afterwards  himself  made  hia  subnusaioB 
to  Kdward,  be  was  sent  to  Fjigiland,  and  d.  at  York  in  iSOt.  lie  left  tbnw  aon:, 
the  good  Sir  James,  Hugh,  of  whom,  though  he  surceeded  to  the  bmilj  posseiiioiu, 
little  mention  is  made,  nnd  Arcbiboldi  who  carried  on  the  line. 
Of  tbe  good,  and  it  may  be  added  Ibe  great.  Sir  James  DoiikIi 
apeak  anfficiently  in  no  concise  o  liietory  as  the  present.  'Ftii 
the  companion  and  frienil  of  King  Koliert  Bruce,  la  to  be  traced  in  all  the  sigDol 
actiona  of  thia  eventful  time.  In  (he  deoiaive  battle  of  Bannockbum  be  took  ■  prn- 
minent  pnrt,  and  a  variety  of  minor  engagements,  heiddeg  the  surpriae  of  the  En^ 
ii ah  garrison  in  Douglaa  Csstle,  the  taking  of  Roxburgh  Castle  and  the  town  of 
Bemick  by  escalade,  bear  witness  to  bis  militaiy  lalenla  and  valour;  and  Scotland 
being  cleared  of  the  English  invasions,  Ensland  itself  waa  destined  to  rcHird  bis 
prowess.  In  1319,  be  routed  Ibe  Archbishop  oT  York  at  Mitton,  nenr  Horoogli- 
bridge;  in  XMt,  forced  the  Fngliah  camp  at  Byhind  in  Yorkshire,  and  pill  ita  de- 
lenders  to  liight;  and  in  another  invasion,  when  he  headed  !0,000  men,  he,  •ritli 
iwo  hundred  horsemen,  forced  his  way  in  tbe  night  to  the  Hoyal  tent,  in  the  Eng- 
liah  camp  at  Stanhnpe  Park,  and  narrowly  missed  securing  the  person  of  King  En- 
ivAHD  III.  Robert  Bruce  on  big  death-bed.  in  1319,  requested  Oouglus  to  carry  hi> 
baart  to  Jerusalem,  and  depuait  il  in  the  aepolebie  of  our  Saviour.  Sir  James  arl 
out  with  bis  precious  chaise,  but,  passing  tlirougb  Spain,  could  not  resist  the  tempta- 
tion of  joining  in  buttle  with  the  Moors  on  behalf  of  AlptaonaoX!.,  King  of  Caslile 
and  I^on  ;  seeing  tbe  enemy  wavering  and  about  to  give  way,  he  threw  the  rsakel 
which  contained  Ibe  boart  ofbis  Roval  mHSit'rtowardBthein,Piclaimins,  ■■  I'osb  ibou 
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onward,  ■■  thou  w#rt  woni— Doaglaa  will  ruUoiv  thee  or  die  !"  The  Moors  ralUed, 
•nd,  ovBtwlielmed  bv  superior  numbera,  Sir  James  Dougliu  fell,  sod  iii«  body,  inge- 
ihar  with  Ihe  henO  "of  the  King,  were  re-conveytd  lo  -ScoIlBl.d.  He  d.  in  l.SSO, 
Hum. ;  but  an  UlegitiuaalB  urn,  Acchibkld,   Gaslly  ciuried  □□  the  liue  of  EaiU  of 

11b  wat  BUiceeded  by  his  neit  broUier,  Hugh,  who  d.  without  issu«  ;  but  Archi- 
Wd,  bis  younger  brother,  becamB  Regent  of  Scollund  iu  the  miaorily  of  David  II., 
mod,  in  purauance  of  the  war  with  Eoglaad,  led  bd  army  to  Halidou  Hill,  where  his 
Ibrcaa  were  totally  defented,  snd  bioiBelf  mortally  woundeil,  liiing  only  lou|;  enough 
to  be  made  priaoner  ;  be  d.  in  1^33.  William,  his  aon,  obuined  the  family  estates 
in  I34;t,  by  the  reuifniatioii  of  hia  uncle  Hugh.  Wilb  bervditary  bostillty  to  the 
£ngUah,  he  fed  the  war  upon  the  bordera,  and,  in  April  lSb6,  concluded  a  truce 
with  the  Eari  of  Noitbampton,  Lord  Warden  of  the  Mnrvhes,  to  contiuoe  till 
Michael maa,  tliat  he  inigbl  have  time  to  ^  ou  a  pil[;rimage  ;  in  pasains  through 
Frmnoe,  he  waa  preseal  in  aid  of  King  Jobn  iit  Iha  battle  of  Poictiera,  sod  beinc 
wounded,  wsi  earned  off  the  Geld  by  his  attenduDts.  In  the  fnllowing  February  he 
was  crested  Earl  of  Uuuglss,  and  continued  to  moke  war.  ^uer,illy  with  luccess, 
upon  the  En^isbon  the  borders,  till  his  death  in  13S4.  lie  woe  tnice  married;  lal, 
to  Lady  Margnn-l  Man-,  sister  snd  heirofrhomB,s.l3lh  Ksrl  of  Marr,  by  whom  be 
hadaBon.  James,  and  Earl  of  Douglas  and  15th  Eiirl  of  Mutt,  and  a  daughter,  LbiW 
Isabel,  who  inberiled  tbe  Eurldom  of  Marr  on  the  deatli  of  her  brother.  The  Esrl, 
before  his  second  marriage,  a[jpears  to  bsie  msde  a  aettlemeut  of  tbe  Earldom  of 
Douglas,  [ailsue  the  issue  male  of  hU  aun,  the  Snd  Earl,  upon  Archibald,  the  ilte- 
gitimste  aon  of  tbe  good  S;r  James  Douglas.  He  married  tiKiW,  Lady  Margaret 
Stewart,  Countess  of  Angus,  aisler  and  heir  of  Thomas.  3rd  Enrl  of  Angus,  and  relict 
of  tbe  abore- mentioned  Thomas,  13lh  Earl  of  Uarr,  by  whom  be  had  an  only  son. 
UaonoE,  who,  on  bis  mother's  resignation,  obtained  a  grunt  of  tbe  Euldom  of  Angus 
in  I3B9,  and  was  Die  1st  Earl  of  Angus  of  lUs  family. 

James,  his  eldest  son,  Eari  of  Douglas  and  Marr,  sucfeeded ;  Fordun  rnlU 
him  *■  Mjl«?a  acerrimus  et  Anglia  semper  infestiaiimua ;"  he  mudti  an  iucursion 
aa  far  as  the  gates  of  Vork,  and,  with  (he  rest  ofbU  spoil,  brought  offiu  one  of  bin 
aldrmiiiiies  the  banner  of  Henry  (Halapur)  Lord  Perry,  which  he  proposed  io 
elovata  on  the  pinnacle  of  his  cnstle.  This  brought  Perty  with  a  large  force  after 
bin,  and  the  battle  of  OtlBrbonro  ensnfil.  19  Aue.  1388  ;  the  utmost  eiettioas  of 
ndonr  were  displaced  on  both  aides,  niid  Douglas  fell  raortalW  wounded.  "  thanking 
God  that  few  of  bia  ancestors  had  died  in  chambers  ;"  but  hia  victorTi  was  completf', 
nd  Hotspur  made  priaoner.  He  m,  Margaret,  eldest  daughter  of  king  Robert  II., 
bat  had  DO  surriring  iasue  bv  her;  tlie  Earldooi  of  Marr  devolved  On  his  sister, 
that  of  Douglas,  by  the  ulreaJj  mentioned  settlement,  probably,  on  Archibald  Doug- 
las tba  Grim,  Lonl  of  (jalloway,  the  illegitinute  son  of  the  g:K>d  Sir  James.  Tliis 
Earl  himself  left  two  illegitimate  sona,  William,  anceslor  uf  the  buude  of  <Jueens- 
bmr,  and  Archibald,  of  the  Douglases  of  Caren. 

Pity  it  is  that  our  limits  utterly  preclude  a  digression  on  tbe  various  fottunea  uf 
this  powerful  nod  warlike  family  under  the  descendants  of  Archibald  tbe  Urim,  3rd 
Karl  of  Douglue;  sometimes  seated  at  the  suiDmit  of  the  pobtical  syalem,  with  all 
but  the  regal  title,  awnying  tbe  destinies  of  tbe  kingdom  ;  sometimes  suD'eririg  under 
the  Bie  of  the  executioner,  llie  title  passed,  in  on  incredibly  short  space  uf  time, 
lb  rough  seven  inheritors. 

Archibald,  3rd  Earl  of  Douglas,  if.  in  1401,  leaving  two  sons,  Archibald,  4th  Earl. 
ami  James,  7th  Earl.  Archibald.  -Jtb  Earl,  d.  in  baltle  in  France,  in  142-1,  and  was 
succeeded  by  hia  only  son,  Archibald.  5th  Earl,  who  d.  in  143:i ;  leaving  two  sons, 
William,  etli  Earl,  and  David  his  brother,  botli  beheaded  iu  1410,  when  ibe  el.i.-r 
was  but  seventeen  years  of  age.  Jamea,  ?ib  Esrl.  Jnd  son  of  the  3rd  Earl,  sut- 
reeded.Bndif.  in  I4'l3.  leaving  six  sons,  all  cut  off  without  posterity,  vii.  I 
Blh  Earl,  killed  in  1 151,  receiving  his  Crat  wound  from  the  hand  of  King  J 
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1  Junra,  9ih  uid  Uat  Earl ;  3  Arrhibald,  Earl  of  Mony  ;  4  Itngh,  Ewl  of  Onaoad  j

UMy.  with  biB  own  hureditary  rorcoa  only  ;  ho  fled  with  pr«ijpitation,  and  eirtjwd 
imprWDinenl  and  doath.  but  hu  UlleB  and  eaCatea  were  declared  forfeited,  dot  did 
Jamea  diaband  bia  troopa  till  ereTj  portion  of  the  Douglaa  domainii  were  in  hia  pot- 
aMaion;  thua.  aa  with  a  alroke  of  magic,  sunk  for  erec  the  power  of  tliia  gna[ 
funilr.  Taken  prlaoner  in  hia  old  i^,  after  thirty  yeara  of  pxile,  in  an  ettempi 
to  re-eilabliah  himaelf  by  force  of  Drma.  Jsmaa  Ifl.,  in  pity  to  liia  miafortuoej. 
niarely  nondaniufd  him  (o  the  relii;ious  retirement  of  Lindores  Abbey  -  the  Earl, 
nmtlertug,  ■'  He  who  may  no  better  be  muit  h<r  a  monk,"  submitted ;  and  diing 
there  in  148a.  with  him  nloied  the  line  of  hii  gtandfatlier,  Arcliibald  tbe  (irim.'.lnl 
Earl  of  Doaglaa.

of  King  Henry,  before  tlie  commencement  of  hia  Regencr;  he  d.  without  iaaue. 

S  Sir  WiUuia  Douglsa,  of  Glenbervie.  father  of  Sir  Archibald,  and  grandfather 
tfamugh  him  of  Willijih,  9lh  E«hi.,  and  of  Jomea,  anceator  of  the  Isco  SylTeilti 
Lord  Glenberiie,  ao  rreatad  in  1800,  and  whose  title  became  extinct  by  hia  de>l>> 
without  lurviving  iasue  in  %ai3;  Harriet,  the  widow  of  his  only  aon,  the  Una- 
Frederick -Sylvealer- North  Douglas,  who  J.  without  issue  in  1819,  ia  now  the  wif.' 
of  Lieulanant-Colonel  Heory.Hety  Hutohinaon ;  see  The  Pnrage  yalumt.  litis  Do- 
ttougtimore.  The  aaid  James  Douglas  waa  also  ancestor,  through  a  younger  son  of 
hia  grandson  Kobeil  Bishop  of  Dumblane,  of  William  Douglas,  Eaq.,  of  Drigton. 

Under  AHCit'BAi.u.  (>lh  E.irl,  grandson  and  heir  of  the  5lh  Eibl,  the  house  oi 
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Angiu  neirly  succoedeci  to  Ibo  power  and  Bplundour  of  dm  (brmar  Esrls  of  DonpUs  ; 
be  m.  -■HurK.ral  of  EngUnd,  Queen  Downftet  of  ScolUnd,  widow  of  King  J*iii»  1 V. 

ths  nulliority  of  tlia  Regent  Duke  of  Albnoy,  nnd  Bnalty  overtbraw  it  in  I.S-6,  by 
(lacluing  tfie  Kiog'^  mnjorit/  nt  the  ago  of  founeein  veitrs ;  from  thenceforth  he 
himself  gOTerned  in  J«mea'8  name  for  two  year*,  when  the  ; 
eacape,  issued   «   ptoclamiitioi 

iBTied  sn  Brmy  Co  put  it  in  elocution,  and  the  Esrl  wus  obliged  t 
into  Englind  ;  but  on  James's  desth.  in  tS49,  he  returned  to  Sootlsnd,  and 
obtained  a  reiersal  of  the  sentence  of  forfeiture ;  he  was  munly  inatrumental 
in  oblsiuing  the  dietary  of  Anorum-niuir  BKflintt  the  English,  and  fought 
with  renr  different  fortune  in  the  bsllle  of  Pinkie  in  1547  ;  he  d.  in  1556,  without 
iane  male,  leeiriDg  by  the  Queen  Dowser  an  only  dnuehter,  I^y  Msrgaret,  wife 
of  Mattbew  Stewart,  Earl  of  l^nnox,  mother  of  Henry  Lord  Darnley,  in  her  right 
Lord  Douglas,  and  ipiud mother  through  him  of  Jahis  1.  King  of  Great  Britain. 
UiviD,  Tlh  Ejirl,,  succeeded  his  uncle,  and  d.  id  l.iiS  ;  he  was  aucoeeded  by  bt^ 
only  auQ,  Abchibilo,  Bth  Eirl,  whonfter  the  execution  of  bis  uncle,  the  Regent 
Motton,  was  twice  in  rebellion,  and  onre  attainted,  but  obtained  a  reTooation  of  the 
act  of  attainder.  He  aucceeded  to  the  Earldom  of  Morton,  and  il.  in  15B8,  without 
•unrinng  issue. 

The  title  of  Angdi  then  passed  to  WiLLiiu,  mh  Eari.,  son  of  Sir  Archibald,  and 
giandsotiof  Sir  WiUiam  Douglas,  of  Glenbervin,  the  !nd  son  of  the  5th  Earl  ;  not- 
witlutandiug  a  counter  claim  setup  by  Jaues  \'l,  ns  heii  of  line,  which  waade^-.ided 
in  favour  of  the  heir  male.  He  d.  in  t.)9l ,  leaving  aeveral  Bans,  of  whom  the  Iwn 
•Idaat  were.  Wii.liis,  his  lurcessor,  10th  Kini.,  and  Sir  nohnrt,  created  a  Haronei 
of  Noia  Seolia  in  1695,  oncestot  of  the  present  Sir  Robert  Douglas,  of  Glenbervie. 
But. 

William,  lOth  Earl,  engaged  with  the  Earla  of  Errol  and  Huntlev  in  a  treason- 
able oorreapondeDee  with  the  King  of  Spain,  for  the  purpose  of  restoring;  the  Roman 
Catholic  religion  in  Scotland, but  was  pardoned  ;  and  retiring  some  j^eaia  afterward* 
ID  a  monutery  in  France,  d.  there  in  1611,  leaving,  besides  other  isaue.  Wili.ia«, 
nib  Earl.  l«t  MAaaum  of  Doucl»,  his  successor,  end  Sir  James,  created  in  1641, 
I*rd  Mordingtoun ;  his  title  daaeended  uninterruptedly ,  from  father  to  son,  (o 
Charles,  5lh  Lord,  who,  in  total  lark  of  landed  pro]wrty,  did  not  assume  it ;  he  en- 
tered into  the  rebellion  of  17-l.i,  and  being  tnken  prisoner,  was  put  upon  his  trial  as 
Charles  Douglan,  Esq.*.  but  pleading  his  Peera|;e,  and  proving  hiH  title  to  it,  the 
Iris]  was  put  off,  and  never  resumed.  He  was  the  last  male  of  his  Inmilr,  nnd  his 
only  daughter  assuming  the^itle  after  hia  death,  it  expired  with  her  in  1791. 

WiLLUK,  11th  Eabl,  was  created  iMABQuii  of  Douci.ts,  and  Baron  of  AbMnelhy 
and  Jedburgh  Forest,  in  1633  ;  bo  joined  31ontn)se  after  his  victory  of  Kilsyth  in 
t61o.  but  esraped  <rom  the  rout  at  Philiphaogh,  and  soon  afterwards  capitulated 
with  the  ruling  powers.  He  d.  in  1660,  having,  amongst  other  issue,  had  the  three 
«ona  following. 

I  Archibald  Earl  of  Angus,  d.  before  his  latlier  in  1655,  lesvmg  two  eons.  jAnrs, 
who  succeeded  bia  grandfather  as  tad  Mirqvis,  and  Archibald,  created  Earl  of

nf  the  wounds  he  received  in  the  King's  army  in  1715,  at  the  battle  of  Sheritfniuir, 
where  he  was  rondo  prisoner. 

I  William,  who  was  created  F.url  of  Selkirk,  succeeded  ns  Dure  of  Hamilton, 
in  right  of  the  Duebesa  Anne,  his  wife,  and  was  ancestor  of  the  present  Di'tE. 

3  Ueorge,  created  in  1675,  Enrl  of  Dunbarton.  which  title  became  eslinct  on 
tlie  death  of  his  only  son,  Gxorge,  jnd  EsrI. 

James,  Sad  Mahsuib,  d.  in  170(1,  and  wna  succeeded  by  his  onlv  surviving  son, 
AatHIBALD,  3rd  MASauie ;  he  was  creeled  Duke  of  Douglas  in  170:),  and  rf.  wilhoiH 
issne  in  17til,  when  the  Dukedom  beoaine  extioct,  nnd  a  contest  arose  for  the  other 
tillei,  between  the  Duke  of  Hamilton,  as  heir  male,  nnd  the  present  Lord  Uouclus, 
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18  tlie  reputed  Bon  of  Sir  Join  Stewart,  of  GraQiImll^.  Bui.,  liv  tlio  LsHv  Jaw, 
only  sister  of  the  Uuke  of  IJougUa.  The  lillei  were  Bilmclged  to'lhe  Duke  of  H.- 
inilttiii.  DowbeDOme  chiKrortliiailloitiiDui  houie;bullbe  esUles  puaedia  Attbi' 
buld  Stewart,  Ew[.,  u  nt!|il>e»  aad  bt^irof  line  of  tbe  Duke  of  UuiLtiliia,  and  b> -u 
Treated  in  1790.  Uaron  Douglaa  of  Dout;lna  (Jaatle,  whicb  Feen^  is  uo*r  enjujeil 
hj  his  w>n  ArcLibidd,  the  Sod  Lard. 

Sir  .Ukui  Hakiltok,  6th  in  deacent  from  Sir  Gilbert,  the  first  of  llie  funil;  of 
IliHiiTOH,  who  Ktlb^d  in  Scotland, and  whoM  pedigree  it  giTen  under  the  Mnrqui) 
of  Abercom,  wu  created  l^no  Hahiltdk  in  1443,  aad  appean  to  hare  poMcaanl 
ronaidenble  power  and  iofluence.  It  woi  an  affront  offered  bv  the  baugblj  Earl  of 
Douglas  to  thia  nobleman,  tliat  cauaed  him  to  return  to  hta  alfegiiDoe  lo  J  tii la  II.. 
and  produced  Ibe  defection  in  one  night  of  all  the  other  cbiefa  compoaiag  the  rebel 
armr,  and  the  consequent  total  orerthrow  of  the  IJouglai  fiunitj.  He  W.  in  147^. 
baring  n.  Mary,  eldest  daughter  of  King  Jakes  II.,  and  tridow  iif  Tliom*  Uoyd, 
Eati  of  Arran,  bj  whom  be  bad  one  aon,  J  amis,  created  K*rl  of  Abhav  in  1503; 
be  was  in  Fnuice,  commanding  the  Scotch  tniopa  lent  lo  (be  aid  of  Lauu  \II., 
when  King  Jaucs  IV,  waa  killed  at  Flodden,  and  returning;  imniedtatetj  to 
Bcotland,  waa  a  competitor,  though  unaucceasfuUj,  with  the  Duke  of  Albany 
for  tJie  Regency  ;  he  d.  in  1  jtf9,  and  was  succeeded  by  bis  eldeai  bob,  Jxitti. 
tnd  Eabl. 

James,  ind  Karl,  n-aa  declared  bj  Act  of  Parliament,  on  the  death  of  Kin; 
Junes  v.,  iu  1543,  to  be  next  iu  succeaaiuu  to  the  (.'rown,  Itegeut  of  the  kingdom, 
and  tutor  lo  the  infant  Queen.  One  of  the  lirst  atalotea  passed  uuder  his  regencr, 
was  Ha  Act  allowing  the  reading  of  tbs  Bthle  in  the  rulgar  tongue.  I'be  fuinn  iii 
the  treaty  of  marriue  with  England,  which  led  to  a  destructive  war  between  tba 
two  nauona.  induced  the  Scotch  to  send  ibe  young  Queen  tu  Fmnce  for  iiet  educa- 
tion, in  1MB  ;  and  on  thia  oecaaion  the  Urgent  had  the  title  of  Duke  of  Cbaiel- 
berault  conferred  upon  him.  In  1334.  be  resigned  the  regency  into  the  bands  ul' 
Mary  of  Lorraine,  the  Queen-mother.  He  opiwsed  the  inarriige  of  the  Qureti 
with  Lord  Damlev,and  ihdreby  so  much  otfeoded  the  new  King,  that  be  was  foreni 
to  fly  into  Fnince.'in  lb6i,  and  to  remain  there  till  recalled  by  Altav  in  1569,  willi 
the  commission  lo  net  e^nst  her  rebel  subjects  and  the  Regent  Moray,  as  Lieot.- 
General  of  the  kingdom  for  her;  but  Moray  getting  posseaaion  of  bia  perioa,  com- 
mitted bim  to  the  Castle  of  Edinburgh,  where  he  remained  till  the  Hegeula  deatli. 
lie  aflerwarda  submitted  lo  the  Kagent  Morton,  and  d.  in  1374.  lie  left  kct 
aoaa,  riz.  1  James,  3rJ  Eaht..  who  d.  without  issue  in  1609;  3  John,  Isi  .MAa<iiti« 
of  Hahiltdn  ;  3  Lord  David,  who  d.  without  iasus  iib  lijll ;  and  4  Lonl  Clsait. 
Baron  of  Paisley,  anreator  of  tbe  Alarquii  Abercom,  which  ^inilv,  on  the  eitinc- 
Eion  of  the  elder  male  line  of  Hamilton,  in  1651,  by  the  death  of  William,  Ind 
Dt'KS  of  Hamilton,  became  the  male  representutivBa  of  this  ilinatrioux  huuai>. 

Lono  John  Hamilton  waa  banished  by  tlin  Kegent  Morion,  atler  tbe  death  "I' 
hit  father,  the  Duke  of  Cbatelherault,  for  his  f.dolitv  lo  Queen  Mary  ;  but,  onterini; 
Scotland  with  other  heuiahed  noblemon,  in  1685,  collected  a  force  sufficient  to  be- 
siege the  King  in  Stirling  Caiiile;  an  accommodation  was  llien  agreed  uiiou,  aii<l 
all  acts  enforced  a^^nsl  tbe  bonne  of  Hamilton  and  their  jiartiaana  oiire  resrindril' 
Lord  John  was  created  Marqcii  of  Hamilton  in  13!)9,  and  d.  in  mm,  whi^o  lir^ 
was  suciteded  by  his  only  aon,  jAMrf.,i[id  MAagiiia,  K.G,.cn!Dted  a  Peer  of  tug- 
land  in  Ibl9,  by  the  (itlea  of  llaron  KnoLrdale.  Co.  Cumberland,  and  Earl  of  Com- 
btidge,  icdd.  I'n  1625.  He  left  two  sona.  1  James,  bia  auccesaor,  Ut  Dnai  ol 
Hmiiltan  ;  C  William, created  in  1639,  Earl  of  Lanark,  Lord  Maclianahiic  anJ 
ndmot,  and  succeeded  his  brother  as  Snd  DuiE.

1631,  CQUtributed  ^reatlj  to  the  victory  of  Leipatr,  bat  being  recalL^di  ijuitled  the 
Swedish  armjr  in  Sept.  Ifi3!,  «hartl^  before  (he  battle  of  Lulien,  wh?r«  GustarBa 
fell  in  the  anna  of  Tictory.  Owinz  to  the  riTiUhip  betireen  him  and  the  Marquia 
ofMaDtnne,  he  was  impriaoned  by  the  King  daring  a  part  of  the  civil  war  ;  hut 
being  released  in  Ajjril  16'(6,by  theaurreaderorMouatSt.  Michael,  in  Coroirall,  to 
tiw  forces  of  the  FarliaoieDt,  he  baalened  to  aflbrd  what  aasintaRce  lie  could  to  the 
Royal  cause,  hut  hisetforta  were  greallr  oeutmlized  by  hisaeal  for  the  PreAbyterian 
pTofBaBiou,  while  the  King  would  acknowledge  no  otlier  national  religiou  than  theepiv- 
Dopal.  HecommaDded  [be  forces  aent  by  the  Scotch  nobility  forlbe  relief  of  the  King 
in  1646,  but  being  defeated  at  I'reaton,  aurrendered,  in  August  that  year,  to  the  Par- 
liamentary General.  Ho  Has  spared  to  witness  the  murder  of  bis  SoTcreign,  and 
soon  after,  by  his  beroic  death,  aet  the  seal  lo  that  fidelity  which  had  been  sometimes. 
Ihoagh  unjustly,  considered  equivociil.  He  was  beheaded  9  March  1649.  He  had 
Ihiee  sons  who  all  d.  young,  aa  did  his  eldeat  daughter ;  two  younger  daughters 
sunrived  him,  via.,  Lidt  Antch,  afterwards  Duciiem  of  Hahilton.  and  Lady  Susan, 
M.  to  John,  Tth  Earl  of  Casailis.  He  was  succeeded  by  bia  brother  Wiluah,  Karl 
of  Lanark,  the  Ind  Dvkk;  the  Earl  of  Lanark  made  bis  escape  froin  Oiford  in  Dec. 
1643,  when  bis  brother  waa  arrested  and  joined  the  Scotch  Covenanters  ;  he  was  one 
of  the  Commiasiouers  aeal  by  Parliameot  to  treat  with  the  King  at  Newark  in 
1646;  but  hia  endeavonrs  towards  conciliation  were  vain.  When  bis  brother 
marobed  into  England  for  the  rescue  of  the  Kiuz  in  1648,  he  was  appointed  Com- 
mauder-in-Chief  of  tile  army  in  Scotland;  and  after  the  death  of  CninLEti  L,  went 
abroad  to  wait  upon  CnAHLPa  11. ;  he  raised  a  troop  of  horae  to  aaaist  the  King  on 
his  expedition  into  England,  and  received  his  death  wound  in  the  battle  of  Wor- 
eaater,  of  which  he  d.  a  few  days  afterwards,  19  Sept.  1651.  in  the  36lh  year  ofbia 
age.     He  also  left  no  issutf  male,  but  hud  fire  dangbterg.   four  of  whom  lived  to

ud  Shortcleuch ;  he  assumed  on  his  niarrii^e  tlie  surname  of  Haii

by  patent  an  hisSrd  son.  Lord  (Iharlei  Hsmilton,  with  remainder  to  aU  his  younger 
BODS  and  their  issue  male.  In  16H9,  be  was  chosen  Preaident  ofthe  Convention 
I^rliainent  at  Edinburgh,  which  declared  the  throne  vacant,  and  tendered  the 
Crawn  to  the  Prince  and  Princeai  of  Orange.  He  d.  in  1694  ;  his  Duchess  sur- 
vived him  till  1716,  but  made  a  surrender  of  her  titles,  in  1698,  in  broar  of  Ikt 
eldest  sou.

own  fortunes,  and  promoted  his  relatives  lo  places  of  profit  and  honour,  it  does 
not  appear,  notwithstanding  that  be  was  represented  by  the  Parliament  as  Ihe  public 
grievance  of  Ihe  nation,  that  any  very  aerioDS  misdemeanoui  can  be  laid  to  hia 
charge  ;  which  is  certainly  a  faTDUrablecircumstaaCB  in  weighing  the  character  of  an 
individual  unexpectedly  einlted  so  far  above  his  original  suuere,  honourable  as  that 
doubtless  was.  snd  exposed  to  such  great  temptstions.     He  was  assassinated  when 

Erepsring  to  embark  on  a  new  expedition  to  Rochelle,  in  (6(8.  nged  36  years ;  he 
id  married  Ladv  Katlierine  Manners,  daughter  and  sole  heir  of  Francis'.  Gtb  Earl

Sia  Tuohab,  hie  Minin<l 
successor,  a  aenloua  lojaliit,  co-operating  in  the  King's  restoration,  filled  serend 
offices  of  trust  in  the  admiuiatrotion  under  Cimblci  IL,  till  ho  roae,  in  167.3,  to  tto 
post  of  l^rd  High  Treasurer.  He  wna  created  in  the  same  year.  Baron  Uahonaa  el 
Kiieton,  Co.  York,  and  Viacount  Latimer  of  Uanhy,  heine  descended,  through  hii 
mother,  a  dnugbter  of  Thomoa  Walmesley,  Esij.,  from  the  neTilles,  formerly  Baioai 
Lstimar.

digoitv  of  DiiiE  of  LEEDt^ — hHTingthus,  in  hiaown  person,  from  a  simple  Baronet, 
paesed  through  all  the  gnidatioDi  of  the  Feenge  to  its  summit.  He  d.  in  1713,  and 
wuaucceededbjhiaaonPESEcniKi,  IndDvir.  whod.  in  173!).  Peregrine,  3rd 
DitKi.  hit  son.  succeeded,  and  d.  in  1731 ;  he  wnt  aucceedod  hj  hii  aon  Thoua^, 
4lh  DiiEE,  K.G,  Hbm.  MtTj,younf:eat  chughler  and  co-heir  of  Frsncia,  2nd  Eari. 
Godolpliin,  by  Henrietta,  Ducheia  of  Marlborough,  eldest  daughter  and  co-heir  of 
the  great  Duke  of  Marlbornugh  ;  and  dying  in  1TB9,  waa  folloired  bjhia  etdeil  aon. 
FBAsrH-GoDcfLPTiin.  5tb  UuXK.  Hb  d.  ID  1799",  having  m.  Lady  Amelia  irARcj. 
onlj  dnughtor  and  heir  of  Robert,  4tb  Earl  of  Holdernesa.  and  heiress  of  the  Barony 
of  Conjers.  by  writ  \W9  ;  ahe  was  divorced  from  Ihe  Duke  of  Leeds,  end  after, 
wards  m.  Jirfm  Byron,  EBr|.,  father  (by  another  roarriage)  of  the  great  poel  Lord 
Byron  ;  and  On  her  death,  in  178),  tranamtlted  the  Barony  of  Conyera  to  lier  sou 
by  her  lit  marriage,  GEOnoi-WiLLiAH-FREniRtcK,  preient  and  6th  Duke,  K.U.

wegian  oriRin.  'Ihia  Waller  Fiti-uiiier  waa,  nowerer,  ancestor.  t>y  hn  sons  wiuiain 
and  Gerald,  of  the  families,  of  Windsor,  now  repreaeuled  in  the  female  line  by  (he 
Earl  of  Plymouth  ;  and  of  Flli-Gernld. 

Gerald  was  fallier  of  Maurice,  from  whom  the  Duke  dBSceoda,  and  of  William, 
tnei.'Blor  of  the  Marquia  of  l-andadowne. 

This  Maurice  Fiu-Cierald,  the  eldeat  aon,  was  one  of  tbe  advontnrera  who,  in 
1169,  undertook  Che  conquest  of  Ireland  undei  the  guidance  of  Richard  Stronghow, 
Earl  of  Pembroke.  He  obtained  large  grants  of  lands,  among  wMch  was  tbe  13u- 
rony  of  OSaley,  for  hia  good  aerTicea,  and  assumed  the  title  of  Lord  Ofinley  ;  ha  d. 
in  il77.  Hia  eldeat  aon,  Geralo.  wu  created  Babon  of  OrrALEv  in  1«0.^,  and 
dying  in  the  same  year,  was  auoeeeded  by  his  aon  Maurice.  l!nd  Lord.  He  wna 
Lord  Justice  of  Ireland,  and  on  the  defection  of  Ricbnrd  Marahal,  Earl  of  Pem- 
broke, from  the  eanse  of  King  John,  he  waged  battle  with  him,  in  which  the  Earl 
was  defenteil  and  alaia.  Tbe  Lord  OSaley  also  obtained  several  rictories  over  the 
Irish  Princes ;  be  if.  in  lSfi7,  and  waa  succeeded  by  bia  eldest  son  Thoh«9,  3rd 
LoRD.whod.  in  1960.  and  nns  succeeded  by  his  eldest  son  JoiiH.-ltb  Loan,  who 
was  killed  in  l!6t  witli  hia  brother  Maurice,  and  MtuaiCE  bis  eldest  son,  in  ii  battle 
at  Callan  in  Desmond,  against  Maccartfay  More.  HU  said  eldest  son,  Maurice,  left 
■  aon  then  nine  montka  old.  Thomas,  tith  Loan,  llie  4tb  Lord  had  aereral  other 
•ona,  of  whom  Gilbert,  hia  Ind  son,  was  ancestor  of  the  Earl  of  Clare.  Tbohas, 
Gth  Lord,  if.  in  1196,  leaving  two  aona:  IJohn,  7th  Lono,  bia  successor  j  >  Mau- 
rice, created  Earl  of  Deamond. 

Thia  Maurice,  Ist  Eari  of  Desmond,  possessed  considerable  power  and  influeuce, 
and  refusing  to  obey  a  summons  to  Parliament,  he,  once  of  hia  own  authority, 
and  again  in  conjunction  with  the  Earl  of  Kildare.  summoned  a  Parliament  in  opfjo- 
aitionto  that  called  hy  (he  I.ordJustice  in  Dublin  ;  ho  showed,  however,  tliat  he  had 
rereired  injury  from 'the  Lord  Justice,  and  bad  influence  sufficient  to  procure  hia  re- 
Boval.  He  levied  coigne.  livery,  and  black-rents,  after  the  Iriah  raahion,  and  mull- 
ing a  diatinrtion  between  Engliah  of  blood  and  Englisli  of  birth,  almost  separated 
bimself  &om  the  Engliih  gOTemmenl;  in  Ihia  proceeding  be  waa  much  oatdane  by 
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hia  jioaterilf ,  who,  floiirisliing  tbrough  bix  gtnentinas  and  tin 
tinuslly  increued  ilipir  power  nod  (preDtness  b^  eiKToachmenU  upon  ilit  rigbts  af 
fcoremmenl,  lUl  nl  IpnKth  lliev  ncquired  and  retained  llie  ttrsoge  privUegc,  tliif 
the  Eaila  of  Dtumoiul  atiould  nerer  come  to  any  PniUuacmt  or  Grand  Coancil,  tuu 
within  »oj  walled  town,  but  at  their  own  will  siid  yleoiure.  Waging  ftequent  w»t 
aKBinsttbe  atate,  ihey  were  somedmea  auocewful  and  somi'tiineB  oterpowered;  one 
of  tliem.  lliamu,  the  ittli  Earl,  wna  bebeaded  in  1  Hi?,  but  his  eclstes  and  lioiiaura 
were  realored  to  bi.->  tioa  Janie*.  9tb  Eiul.  Gerald.  16lh  Earl,  one  of  thn  gTMMI 
BubjeclB  in  Europi.',  wni  altniuted  in  15SS,  and  forfeiled  his  prodigioau  estat*.  wbicli 
commanded  nearlv  I'nur  rountieii,  liia  lands,  wbereon  were  aerenU  stmng  ctwtlea.  ei- 
tending  110  miles  in  Ixni^tb.  Ilia  ann  James,  17th  Earl,  was  rVHtored  in  blood  aod 
bonours,  butd.  utrru.  in  1t>()I,  and  wjtli  bin)  ended  the  ackDOwled^ed  line  of  tb< 
Earls  or  Deamond ,  Tlie  fiilbernf  the  16tb  Eat]  bad.  bowerer.  by  a  former maniii^. 
■  son  Thamaa,  oldiT  <b»n  (ifnild.  hia  anccesaor;  tliia  'IliomiB  be  disinherited,  sad 
hiaaonJamea,  ontlied-'ulbortbe  I7lh  Earl,  asanmed  tbe  title,  hot  d.in  the  T.iwer, 
without  iasue.  in  1  I>l)8  j  hia  brother  John  was  afterwarda  called  Earl  of  DREnjond, 
andUfts>ionl;yaci>Ceru]d,  called  alao  Earl  of  Desmond,  an  officer  in  the  Imperial 
■nnj,  wbo  d,  in  Ciermnuy  in  ]<>3£  without  issue,  end  wbi  the  last  who  bore  this 
lille. 

John,  7tli  Lord  Ofiiiley,  elder  brother  of  thp  Ist  Earl  of  Ueamond,  faaTing  ■  nor- 
■onal  quarrel  with  William  Vesey.  Lord  of  Kildare,  Lord  Justice  of  Ireland,  lud 
bis  complaints  belorv  Kin^  Eilwu'rd  L,  and  challun^d  \'esry  to  sin):le  combat;  the 
latter  not  approving  thia  mode  of  settling  the  (jnestion.  took  refuge  in  Fiance,  when 
the  Kin);  gaie  jud^meul  in  favour  oftbe  Lonl  Offaley,  and  granted  to  him  the  Lord- 
ship of  Kildare  and  divpra  otliwr  Isnda  thus  fori'eited  by  Vesey  ;  in  May  1316.  his 
Lordship  wBScreali'cl  t"«m.of  Kiumbf,  and  d.  in  September  tlie  same  year.  He 
was  succeeded  by  Ihej  son  Ttiow,!-,  itid  KAfii.,wLo  </.  in  13L'a,  l-^nving  two  bodj; 
RiniAnr),  ArA  Eahl,  the  eldest,  succeeded  his  father,  and  d.  at  twtlre  jean  of  age 
in  IStfg,  leaving  the  title  to  his  oidy  larviTing  brother  Maorice.  4tb  Eibl,  Lord 
Justice  of  Ireland,  lie  d.  in  13W,  and  was  encceeded  by  bis  son  Gskau),  M 
E^tHL,  to  whom,  in  1410.  succeeded  bis  son  John,  eth  E:IBl;  he  d.  in  14X7,  and 
was  succeeded  by  bissonTiionAs,  7tb  Earl,  Lord  Depu^  of  Ireland ;  he  d.in  1478, 
when  his  son  GiRALn,  81b  Earl,  succeeded. 

The  lives  of  all  these  nobles  were  paaaed  in  continual  wars,  somedmea  witli  tbe 
Irish  Cliieftains,  and  sometimes  with  the  Fjiglish  Knvenimfnt,  wilb  various  ducces, 
of  course,  hu(,  upon  the  whole,  wiib  progte««ivdv  imrt-asinft  power,  till  this 
Ciertild,  8lh  Karl,  bernme  so  fomiidable,  t^at  Ihr-  Kii>'.'s  of  Kaglsnd  conaidervd  Ibal 
the  safest  means  of  retaining  bim  and  the  wboip  nl  tli^ir  Irish  conqtmia  in  mbjtf- 
tion,  would  be  to  dele^te  Uieir  aulborily  to  biiii :  Ije  n-;iB  uecordingly,  ot  aevetal 
times,  tbirty-tbree  years  chief-governor  of  In^lniiii,  imd  ooce,  in  thai  cspadtF. 
levied  actual  war  against  King  Henrv  VII.  in  iiirl  el' the  iuipoator  Lambert  Simnri, 
professinK  to  be  the  Earl  of  Warwick,  son  of  Gi'org.-,  Duke  of  Clarence,  brother  o( 
King  Edward  IV.,  whom  Hentj-  rolaiued,  at  tbi-t  lini",  a  close  prisoner  in  the  Tower. 
lie  EHrlofKildnre.  Lord  Deputy,  assisted  at  The  r..mi>flliou  of  this  youth  by  (be 
name  of  King  Edward  VI.,  which  was  perfonnfii  "iili  ltouI  soletuniiy,  iu  1487,  bv 
the  Arcbbisbopof  UuMin,  in  Christ  Church,  Dublin,  in  j.resence  of  many  Anglo-Irish 
nobles,  who  entertained  a  particular  regard  for  tin'  I'riiioe  thus  represented,  from  hia 
having  been  bom  amongst  them  when  his  father  hk.  Deputy  of  Ireland.  Tlie  whole 
island  followed  the  example  of  the  capital,  and  vvl  u  Kword  was  raised  on  behalf  of 
HtKBv's  crown;  but  when,  emboldened  by  this  aucetas,  they  ventured  on  an  iura- 
sion  of  England,  assisted  by  two  thousand  Germans,  fnroished  by  the  Datbeaa  of 
Burgundv  and  some  Knglisb  malcontents,  the  army  thus  raised,  snd  coiiunanded  by 
the  Karl  of  Lincoln,  experienced  a  total  defeat  it  Stoke,  in  NoltinsbaBuhire  ;  Lam- 
bert Simnel  was  taken  prisoner,  and  the  Earl  of  LiODOln,  lOKelLei  with  Thmai 
/'itz- Ger^ild,  Chancellor  of  Ireland,  brother  of  llie  Eari  of  Kildare,  was  killed.  Sir 
Riclmrd  idgerombe,  cwnpttollei  o!  ilia  Kind's  Lcjuaobold,  was  sent  into  livland  to 
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receiTo  anew  tlie  oaths  of  allegiaQCB  and  fiilelitj' ;  n  general  Bmnesly  voi  gnmletl ; 
the  tud  of  Kildare  made  his  suhmiBsion  ;  with  many  olber  of  tlie  chief  nobles  he 
wna  requited  to  attend  the  King,  w!io,  after  Uyiog  befbta  them  all  Ibu  particnlora  of 
the  inipoature.  as  confeased  by  Simnel.  and  reproachinFE  them  that  ihej  would  at 
last  croiTD  apei,  dismUied  them  alt  with  assarances  of  big  rarour  npon  their  future 
good  behavioor,  still  continued  (he  Earl  of  Kildare  as  his  Deputy.  It  wag  Dot  long, 
however,  before  cause  of  &esb  ■usnicion  aroaeon  theappearancu  ofPerkia  Waibecl'.  in 
IhechancterofKichard.DulieoryorkiandtbeEBrl.iuakDoirnadherentofthehoude 
of  York,  »a«  removed  from  hia  high  office.  He  now  fell  into  Home  very  itri'gulor 
proceetlings  ;  waa  attainted  of  higb-tretiaon,  and  hia  roolto,  "  Crom  a  Boo,"  with 
othem  of  a  sioiilar  nature  uaed  by  some  powerful  familiea.  waa  auppreasod  by  law. 
He  vras  ajrain  Bumtnoned  to  Knglnnd  to  answer  iur  the  varioua  miBdemeUDOura  Ije 
have  committed;  when,  sccnaed  before  the  King  and  Council  ul 
rch  of  Caahelp  and  expe>cted  to  defend  hiiDself  against  the  charge,  he 
ted  the  fad,  but  averred  that  he  aliould  oever  have  burnt  the  church 
ved  the  Archbiabop  wag  ia  it.     While  the  Council  was  astonished  at 

B  King  profeasod  himaplf  convinced,  that  B  man  of 

^  lilty  ot  the  conipiracies  charged  agaioat  him  ;  hut 
^  )3isbop  of  Meath,  hia  cbief  accuser,  conlinuing  to  urge  against  him  sundry  im- 
portant malteia,  the  Earl  waved  the  inquiry  by  asaerling  that  he  was  not  auffioently 
learned  1o  answer.  The  King  thereupon  recjuired  htm  to  choose  a  counsellor,  to 
which  he  consented,  provided  be  was  allowed  to  command  the  service*  of  the  good 
fellow  he  should  name  ;  the  King  assured  him  that  he  should,  adding,  it  behored 
him  to  choose  verv  good  coutisel,  for  be  doubted  his  cause  waa  very  bad.  "  I  wilt 
tshoose,"  Bsya  the  tCarl,  "  the  best  counael  la  England,"  and  named  tbe  King  himaelf, 
who.  pleaaed  with  the  fteedom,  undertook  the  cauae.  The  Bishop,  still  persevering 
in  hia  compUinis,  concluded  with  the  observatioii,  "  You  see  wbat  a  man  be  is,  all 
Ireland  cannot  rule  him,"  ■■  Then,"  replied  the  King,  "  it  ia  meet  that  be  rule  all 
Ireland :"  and  so  terminated  this  famons  investigation.  Tbe  Earl  was  sent  back  to 
Ireland,  realoied  to  his  honour",  estate,  and  rice-regal  command,  and  from  tlionce- 
forth  conducted  himself  as  a  loyal  auli^ect,  expending  bin  restlssane^  upon  the  Irish 
in  hoBlilily  la  the  English  pale,  over  whom  be  gained  several  important  rictoriea,  hia 
very  name  being  described  aa  more  terrible  to  the  Irish  than  an  army.  In  the  year 
H90,  be  received,  as  a  present  of  great  rarity  and  value,  (ram  Germany,  six 
hand-gnna,  or  niueliets,  with  which  his  guard  were  armed  when  iLey  atood  senliueU 
before  bis  residenceorTbomaa-Court.  Ho  was  continued  by  King  Hesar  VTII.in 
hia  office  uf  Ueputy,  and  d.  in  1513,  from  the  oSect  of  a  wound  he  had  received  in 
battle  some  lime  before,  agaioat  the  O'Mores  of  Leix.  In  hia  more  advanced  yeart,

^  >,  9th  Eaul,  who  was  appointed  Depulv  of 

Ireland,  in  his  father's  room,  and  waa  eminently  sDCcesiful  in  reducing  the  Irish  to 
subjection  ;  being,  however,  vehemently  opposed  by  the  jealousy  of  tbe  Anglo<Iriah 
nobility, he  was  superaoded,  in  1519,  by  the  appointment  of  Thomas  Howard,  Earl  ot 
Surrey,  to  be  Lord  Lieutenant  ot  Ireland.  A  great  fend  breaking  out  between  liim 
atidlhe  Hutlen,  with  the  Karl  of  Ormond  at  their  head,  bia  Lordahip.  who  had  been 
reinstated  in  his  office  of  Deputy  in  Ibi*,  was  summoned  to  England,  in  I.^SS,  and 
commuted  to  the  Tower  lill  he  should  clear  himself  of  tbeotleticea  imputed  to  him 
by  Ormond;  Cardinal  Wolsey  being  opposed  to  him,  it  was  nol.tilllSSO  that  he  ob- 
tained his  release  and  retnmed  to  Ireland.  Here  he  continued  hia  boatilities  against 
the  Iriah  chiefs  and  the  Butlers,  and  was  again  appointed  Lord  Deputy  in  Ibi'i  ; 
but  bia  proceedinea  lending  rather  to  embroil  the  country  than  lo  ita  good  jtovem- 
ment,  he  was  ngsia  required  to  repair  to  England,  with  permission  to  name  his  De- 
puty in  his  absence,  tie  appointed  his  son,  Tbumsa,  Lord  OSeley,  to  this  important 
office,  and  departed  for  England,  fbmishing  all  his  caslles  with  artillery  and  mu- 
nition of  war  onl  of  tbe  King's  store*.

1S3«,  The  Euil.  hia  filbet,  d.  before  bim  in  tbe  'lowet.  in  Dec.  15^.  oppre*geJ 
wilb  grief  at  tbe  tidings  of  bis  JiicDDiideralv  rebellion,  and  witb  bis  aon  and  broihaif. 
wu  attainted  of  bigb-tiea«on,  bj  Act  of  Parliuneat,  in  May  1536.      He  left  tbree 

1  TuoHjii.  Lord  Offaley,  whose  unfortunste  bislory  ba£  been  related,  but  vtbo 
■ncceeded  bis  tatber  as  IOUiEabl,  the  act  of  atlaindernotbUTing  paased  till  alter  bit 
own  decease.

GtRALD,  tltU  Eaol,  being  but  ten  jttn  of  age  at  tbe  time  of  bil  father's  death. 
WM  preserred  from  tbe  enmity  of  King  Uenrv  YIII..  by  the  care  of  hia  female 
irlatives,  and  of  bia  tutor,  lliamas  Leverona,  bis  fatlier's  toster-hrothtn- ;  botalnil 
March  being  made  for  bim  in  Ireland,  be  was  coDvejred  to  the  CondnenI,  uid  wan- 
dered from  Court  to  Court,  requiailiana  from  England  for  bissurrenderslill  following 
him  evcrvwbere,  till  st  length  Cardinal  RegioBld  Pule,  a  near  relation  of  his 
WOlher  (the  Lady  Eliiabetli  Urev,  dsugbtei  of  ThomHS  Marquis  of  Dorset)  sent  for 
Um  into  Italy,  and  Cook  charge  of  the  coiuplellon  of  bia  education.  After  the  death 
of  HtNRY  Vlll.  he  returned  te  England,  obtained  from  Edward  V'l.  a  gtant  of  pan 
of  bis  estatea ;  and,  on  bia  benolactor,  CnnJinal  Pole's  restoratiou  to  the  country  br 
Queen  Maui's  accession,  waa  reinalsled  in  all  his  bonours  andeitiilei.  In  tbe  riuL-n 
of  (jueeo  £i.itAiiiiii,lbeect  of  attainder  Hgainiit  his  father,  brother,  and  uncles  wu 
repealed,  lie  proved  a  faithful  iervont  of  tlie  Crown,  and  was  eitremely  aclice  in 
tappreasing  its  Irish  opponeat*.     tie  rf.  in  ibaii,  having  had  three  sous,  viz.

1'hia  Lady  being  a  lealous  supporter  of  the  lleformation,  had  eu  much 
cause  of  aiarm  when  the  persecuLon  of  the  Proteslnnta  becnme  a  favourite  meaiure 
with  the  aduiaers  of  Queen  Mary.  Ihul  Mr.  Bertie  fuuuj  it  oecesrarr  to  make  a  pre- 
cipitate escape  to  the  Continent,  and  they  suHered  the  seTHt^st  hinlahips,  even  In 
the  neeesaicy  of  taking  refnge  under  [be  churcb-porcb  from  the  pitileaa  atotm,  during 
their  compnlioty  trarels.

Jakes,  9nd  Earl,  his  eldest  son.  not  cimcnrring  in  the  measures  of  Goremmeni 
under  Chablis  IJ.,  went  abroad,  and  d.  at  Leyden  in  1684.     Two  of  bis  sons  left 

1  HiTCH,3rd  Eahi^  his  successor;  he  obtained  a  confirmabon  of  his  titles,  with 
remninder  lo  the  heirs  male  of  his  body,  remaiudor  lo  the  heirs  whatsoever  of  the 
body  oftbe  1st  Earl,  He  rf.  in  1731.  and  his  only  son  and  successor  John,  4th 
Eabl,  who  served  in  the  nrmy  with  great  distinction  agniiiat  the  rebels  in  1745,  and 
commanded  in  chief,  the  army  opposed  to  the  French  in  America,  in  the  years 
1756-7,  it,  without  issue  in  1781,  when  the  issue  of  Ms  father  became  extinct. 

9  Lieot.-Geneml  Sir  James  Campbell,  of  Lawers,  served  in  the  army  under  the 
Duke  of  Marlborough,  and,  by  his  gallantly,  contributed  signally  to  the  successful 
issue  of  the  battle  of  Alalptaquet.  He  was  killed  in  tiie  battle  of  Fonlenoy.  where 
ba  commanded  the  Uritish  horse,  30  April  1T45.  His  only  son,  jAUEs-MuRt,  suc- 
ceeded OS  ath  Earl,  and  d.  in  17BD,  leaving  an  only  child.  Fldba-Mure,  present 
CovNTiSB,  now  the  widow  of  Francia  Rawdon- Hastings,  1st  Marquis  of  Hastings.

He  d.  in  133«,  and  was 
succeeded  by  bis  only  ton  GtORoe,  2nd  Ehhi.  ;  this  nobleman,  irlio  bad  paued 
■evEial  yeSTi  on  the  Continent.  Kas  greatly  inalrameotal  in  procuring  the  change  of 
■tyle  ia  Eagland,  and  gave  eaaaiderable  assistance  in  framing  the  Act  of  Pirliamenl 
by  n-hich  it  was  effected.  He  d.  in  1764,  and  iraa  succeeded  by  bis  eldest  son, 
Thomas,  3rd  Eahl,  who  rf.  in  1795  ;  when  Geohde,  bis  eldest  son,  present  and  Itli

witb  EBrica,  daogbter  of  Olarus.  King  of  Man ;  and  assumed  the  designation  of 
King  of  the  lales,  whioU  bia  successors  held,  independent  of  the  BcottiBh  Kings,  till 
Lis  great-grandson  Angus  ncknoo'ledged  bis  subjection,  and  styled  himself  Lord  of 
the  Isles.  This  tide  continued  in  his  heirs  male,  till  Alexander.  Lord  of  the  Isles, 
dth  in  descent  from  him,  oho  had  a  matemal  claim  on  ihe  Earldom  of  Itoss,  linviDg 

defeated  bv  the  King  in  I.oehaber.  in  14X9 ;  on  bia  humble  submission  his  life  was 
spared,  but  hia  lionoun  and  estates  were  forfeited  ;  they  were  however  restored  in 
1431 ;  but  bis  son  Jolin,  Earl  of  Ross.  Iiaving  carried  on  a  treasonable  correapon- 
dence  with  Enwtno  iS'.  King  of  England,  [wain  forfeited  ihem  ia  1473 ;  but  was 
pBrdoned,  and  obtained  a  renewed  charter  of  We  estates  and  the  title  of  Lord  of  Ihe 
lales  to  himself  and  the  heirs  male  of  his  body,  failingwhiob,  lo  Angus  bis  natural 
eon,  on  the  extinctioa  of  whose  descendants  the  title  was  suppressed.  From  Hui;h. 
Ilia  brother,  Snd  son  of  Alexander,  Earl  of  Rosa,  the  Gth  in  descent  was  Sir  Donald 
Mncdonald  of  Slate,  who  was  created  a  Baronet  of  Nova  Scotia  in  IfiSA,  and  d.  in 
1643.  Sir  James  Macdonald,  his  son,  joined  the  Mangnis  of  Montroee  in  164.1, 
and  sent  some  troopa  to  the  aaaiatance  of  CnAnLEs  II.,  when  he  marched  into  England 
in  1631  ;  he  d.  in  1679.     Sir  Donald,  his  eldest  son,  left  two  sons;

The  founder  of  the  illuatrioua  family  of  Montagu,  was  X)rogo  de  Montacnte,  «' 
of  Iboie  noble  warriora  wIjo  cume  into  England  with  William  the  Conqueror^  bt 
obtained  conaidersble  graula  of  lund  in  the  County  of  Somerset.  Sixth  in  deinui 
from  him  wsi  Simon  de  Monttwutt,  aummoned  toFnrliamenI  in  ISOO;  he  trei  r>ll>» 
of  William  Lord  Monlacule,  and  grandfatheT  of  William,  created  Earl  of  SalinbiUT 
in  133r ;  to  tlie  beauty  of  whose  Countess  Cnlheiine,  daughter  of  Williuu  Lunt 
Cirandiaon,  (lie  gallnntry  ofKinj;  EnWAso  111.  dedicated  hia  noble  inaliluiioa  of  Ibf 
Garter.  He  was  father  of  William,  Ind  Earl,  K.G..  giandlalbei  of  John,  .Inl  Eul, 
and  great-grandfather  of  Tliomas,  4Ch  Earl  of  Sallabury,  K.G.,  asehea  of  howaor 
irboae  exploila  the  annals  of  our  bistorf  are  the  immortal  n^corJa;  the  4Ih  Eirl 
i.  in  14CB,  and  his  only  dangbter  and  heir  Alice,  carried  this  Earldom  by  maniig', 
into  the  family  of  Nerille;  it  waa  forfnited  by  the  attHinder  of  her  son  Rii:hiu<l 
Kevtlle,  the  great  Earl  of  Warwick  and  Solisbury,  K.G„  in  1471;  his  eMsi 
daughter  Isabel,  baring  married  George  Duke  of  Clareoee,  brother  of  King  £»- 
WARD  IV..  the  honaura  of  tliii  powerful  house  expired  in  a  daughter  of  Uie  blooJ 
Royal,  Klargaret  PUiitagenet.

It  is  not  accurately  decided  whether  tlie  mbaeqaetil  f^imity  of  Montagu  di'- 
scended  froio  Simon,  a  younger  brother  of  John,  3rd  Earl  oi  Salisbury,  or  from 
James,  s  natural  son  of  Ihomas,  the  lib  Enil.

The  cmceatois  of  Ihe  fimuli^  of  Speacec  were  of  aoble  degipe  in  NarmaDdT  heforn 
tha  CoDqueat.  Robert  Deapencer,  one  of  llie  Buroni  who  came  into  Engload  wilb 
Willinm  ihe  Conqueror,  vas  Steward  or  Degpencar  lo  that  Monarch ;  hia  Bucteasors, 
WiUiom  and  Thurawn,  enjoyed  the  same  office  under  King  Henry  1.,  and  from  it 
tbe  family  derived  a  aurname  which  apeedily  became  famous  in  the  English  aimaiB. 
"  "'"  -'  ■--  "aron  Ledeapencer,  hy  writ  of  auromonain  1161,  was  great-grandson 
;  he  waa  appointed  Grand  Juiticiary  of  England  by  tbe  Bbcoob,  in 
ing  Henry  111^  and  waa  killed  at  ilia  battle  of  Evesham  in  I'^li.^, 
£gjitini;  under  Simon  de  Montforl,  Kail  of  Leicester,  acraiist  tbe  BSsertorB  of  tbe 
Koyal  authority.  He  waa  succeeded  by  bia  eldest  son,  Hugh.  2nd  Lord  Deapencer, 
rrealed  in  13t9.  Karl  of  Winchester ;  Bad  who,  with  Hugh  Deapencer  the  younger, 
bis  son,  Esri  of  Uloucoiter,  (in  right  of  hia  wife  Alianore,  eldest  sister  and  co-heir 
ofGilbHrtdeC'lan!,  Earl  ofGloacesler  and  Hertford,  and  nieceoF  King  Edward  U.) 
oocupT  SO  large  a  space  in  tbe  history  of  tliat  reign  ;  both  the  most  powerful  per- 
■ODS  of  their  time,  posaesaorB  of  the  createat  eatatea  in  England,  and  the  unhappy 
favourites  of  an  unhappy  Monarch.  Mow  fiirthe  unpopular  measures  of  King  Ed- 
ward might  be  attributed  to  these  ministers,  bistoriana  muat  decide  ;  but  certain  it 
is,  (hat  with  gratitude  not  always  the  consequence  of  court  favour,  tbey  faithfully 
adhered  to  their  Royal  master  Ihrongb  all  the  viciaaitades  of  bia  (brtuae.  Both 
wer*  put  to  death  in  13*li,  by  the  Barona  in  arms  against  the  Crown,  without  even 
the  form  of  a  trial — the  father  in  October,  having  been  delivered  to  hia  eaemiea  hy 
llie  garriaoD  of  Bristol,  which  city  he  was  holding  for  the  King,  and  the  aon  in  No- 
vHUilier,  alter  a  stoat  defence  of  the  castle  of  CaerQIi,  which  he  at  length  surren- 
dered tipoa  capitulation,  expreasly  guaranteeing  the  safety  of  hia  life.  Hugh 
Deapencer,  bis  aon  and  beir,  waa  summoned  to  Parliainent  by  King  Edward  111,  in 
1338;  bed.  without  iasue  in  1349,  and  was  succeeded  hy  his  nephew  Kdnard, 
who  by  Elizabeth,  daughter  and  aole  heir  of  Bartholomew,  4Ib  baron  Burghersh, 
left  one  Bon,  Thomaa,  6th  Baron  Le  Despencer,  who  obtained  tlie  reversal  of  the 
act  of  Parliament  by  which  hia  anceslors,  the  Eiila  of  Wincheeter  and  Clouceater, 
had  been  attainted,  after  iboir  deaths  ;  and  was  created  in  1397,  Kail  of  Gloucester  : 
be  awed  bia  elevation  to  King  Hil'iiahd  11.,  and  continued  his  allegiance  to  that 
Monarch  after  tbe  aunerior  tbrtoiie  of  H&nhv  IV.  had  driven  bim  from  the  throne  ; 
be  took  up  aims  (or  hia  restoration,  in  uonjonction  with  many  other  nobles ;  but 
HiKRi  obtained  a  premature  knowledge  of  Ihe  conspiracy,  met  ihem  with  an  irre- 
aiatible  force,  and  the  Earl  of  Gloucester,  who  had  taken  refiige  at  Uiistij,  whs 

Sven  up  by  the  citiiens,  attainted  and  beheaded  in  IVMi.  He  left  an  infant  aon, 
icbard,  on  whoae  death  in  1414,  the  male  descendants  of  tbe  fiist  Baion  Le 
Deapencei  became  extinct.     The  Barony  ia  now  enjoyed  by  Ihe  heir-general  of  the 

From   Geftrey  Le  Deapencer,  brother  of  Hugh,  the  Ist  Baron,  and  also  groai- 

Srandaon  of  Tburslan,  the  patiiarcb  of  thia  family,  descended,  in  ihe  18tb  degree,  Sik 
lomnt  Sfencl-h,  creaUid  Baroh  Spencer  of  'W'ormleighton ;  he  d.  in  ItilT,  and 
was  succeeded  by  hit  eldest  aon,  Wim.iah,  9nd  Lord,  who  d.  in  1636.  Henri. 
bis  aon,  Srd  Lord,  waa  created  Enid,  of  Sun  Din  land  in  1643:  though  a  very  young 
man,  be  had  heartily  embarked  in  tbe  cause  of  King  Charles  I.,  and  lost  hia  Ufe  in 
Oie  battle  of  Newburv,  10  Sept.  164.1,  being  then  but  twentr-three  veara  of  age.  He 
left  an  infant  son,  Robert,  !nd  Earl,  K.C.,  who  on  attaining  tbe  a^e  of  maturitr. 
was  employed  some  yeaiH  on  foreign  embaiaiea,  and  recalled  in  1679,  to  take  tlie 
chief  lead  in  the  administration  at  home  ;  from  this  time  be  retained  bis  office  of 
SecretaiT  of  State  almoat  without  inlermisaion,  till  near  the  close  of  the  reign  of 
James  11.

Upon  his  death,  witbont  issue,  in  113a,  Sir  Robert  Ersliine  claimed  the  title,  bot 
wB  prevented  from  taking  the  estates,  on  pretence  of  the  miaority  of  Kiog  JakM 
II.;  on  bia  attaining  the  age  of  msjoritv,  the  cause  waa  beard  in  Parliamenl,  and 
the  Eaildom  decreed,  in  14^7,  totbe  Kiiig,  under  various  pleaa,  of  which  the  chMf 
waa.hia  right  as  legal  heir  to  Alexander,  the  last  Karl,  who  waa  a  baatard.  Tb* 
Earldom  waa  after  lome  voars  bestowed  on  John, 3rd  son  of  King  Jakes  II. ;  then 
on  CtH'brane,  a  farourite  of  King  Jauik  III. ;  next  on  Alexander,  3rd  aon  of  King 
Jah£>  III.;  and  lastly,  on  James  Stewart.  Prior  of  St.  Andrews,  a  natural  aon  of 
Kiu^  Jahes  V.  At  length  the  rightful  proprietor,  John  Lord  Erakine,  obtained 
permiasion  from  the  Crown  (o  bare  the  quuslion  respecting  the  aucceasion  to  the 
Earldom  re- tried,  and,  after  a  lapse  of  one  hundred  and  ihirtj- years,  obtained  a  tbt- 
ilicl  in  hit  favour ;  upon  which  the  Queen  granted,  in  1565,  a  eliDrter  (o  bim  and  hia 
heira  of  the  Earldom  of  itiarr,  with  precedency  from  the  year  1457  ;  againat  whidi  I

Sit  Thoioaa  Erakine  of  Erakine,  was  Intber,  as  before  stated,  by  Janet  Keitb, 
at  length  beireai  of  Marr,  of  Sin  HoatnT  EnsninE.  who  claimed  the  Earldom, 
and  should  haTs  been  lit  Earl  of  this  family ;  he  d.  however  in  1-133,  before  the 
PariiameDl  hod  finally  decided  againat  him.  leaving  a  son,  Tiiohai>,  who  waa  dia- 
poaaiHSed  of  the  Earldom  by  the  decree  of  1437,  but  had  the  title  of  Lord  Eiskine  ; 
■a  however  the  precedency  of  tbit  title  dales  from  thai  decree,  thii  Tiioma,  Lord 
Erakine,  mual  be  reckoned  ai  l>t  Eibl,  He  was  succeeded  by  hii  only  son, 
Aleiahdib,  VndEjiRL;  whoae  ton.  Koatnr,  3rd  Eari.,  was  killed  at  the  battle  of 
floddim,  9  Sept.  I3l3.  His  sun  and  aucceaaor,  Jonn.  4Ib  Earl,  was  eotnialed 
»iih  the  keeping  of  the  young  King  Jamu  V.,  wlmae  favour  he  always  retained  ; 
be  d.  1331 1  hu  eldest  a^p,  Robert.  iMaiter  of  Erikine,  was  killed  at  the  battle  of 
Pinkie  in  1547.  in  his  life-time,  and  his  tnd  son,  Thomaa,  Mailer  of  Erakine.  Am- 
baasador  to  England,  alio  d,  before  bim  ;  bia  4tb  eon.  Sir  Alexander,  waa  father  of 
Sir  Tbomas,  created  Earl  of  Kellie,  and  anrasior  of  all  the  succeeding  EarU  of 
Kellif.  eitiact  in  lBt9i  and  bis  3rd  son,  John,  Aib  Eabi.,  succeeded,  and  obtained 
the  recognition  of  hia  right  from  Queen  Mary  and  the  Parliament.  Being  Governor 
of  die  CaaUe  of  Edinburgh  at  tha  period  of  the  birth  ofKing  Jamki  V^l.,  his  mo- 
ther. Queen  Mary,  deairousto  put  the  castle  into  the  bands  of  theEsrloC  Bothwell, 
offered  to  commit  the  young  Prince  to  tha  custody  of  the  Earl  of  Marr,  provided 
he  would  Buirender  the  CaalJe.  The  Earl  consented  lo  these  conditions,  and  con-

Hewu  Earl  Marahaland  Urd  High  Treasnrer  of  England  ;  in  1513.  he  had 
the  command  of  the  anor  which  was  assembled  to  meet  the  Scotch  inyasJDn  under 
Kin^  JiMES  IV.,  nndnn  the  9(h  of  Sept.  obtained  that  great  and  decisive  liclory  nt 
Hodden,  in  which  the  Scots  King  and  ao  many  of  hia  nobles  lost  their  lires.  In

TnoMjs.  bia  eldest  son.  3rd  Duke,  comnumded  in  the  North  against  the  Scotch 
many  years  in  his  father's  lifetime,  benrini;  then  the  tide  of  Earl  of  Surrey,  to  which 
be  hid  been  created  ;  he  continued  in  this  command  afUr  he  hncanie  Dake  of  Nor- 
folk, and  had  also  other  important  employments  in  the  service  of  King  Himhy  Vlll. ; 
who  at  length,  towarda  the  close  of  his  reign,  becomin?  jeelouaof  the  Ouke's  great 
power,  which  he  imagined  might  be  dangerous  to  his  inhint  sneceasor-,  having  barne 
ni>  good  will  to  the  family  since  the  disooverv  of  the  dissolute  manners  of  Catherine 
Howard,  his  fifth  wife  and  the  Duke's  niece,  before  ber  marriage;  and  perhapa  urged 
on  by  the  Earl  of  Hertford  and  the  Proleatanl  party,  who  were  desirous  of  arrogating 
to  themselves  the  chief  authority  under  the  expected  minority  ;  caused  him  and  his 
eldest  son,  Henry  Earl  of  Surrey,  the  moat  accompliahed  nobleman  of  hia  time,  and 
one  of  the  earliest  Englisb  poets,  to  be  attainted  on  the  most  fritoloua  pretences  ; 
and  the  affed  Dnke  had  the  misery  of  seeing  hia  son  bebeaded.  narrowly  escaping 
tli<>  same  fate  himself  by  the  opportune  death  of  the  Kin^.  He  remained,  however, 
n  prisoner  in  the  Tower  till  the  accession  of  Qneen  Mjkv,  who  liberated  him  on 
the  day  of  her  first  entry  into  London  in  Ia63.  and  without  any  pardon  or  reatitu- 
tion  in  blood,  allowed  his  titles,  and  put  bim  in  poaseasion  of  bis  estates.  He  raised 
two  bundred  horse  and  six  hundred  foot  for  the  suppression  of  Sir  Thomas  Wyal'a 
rebellion  ;  but  these  forces,  after  defeating  Knivot,  who  was  on  hia  wav  to  join 
VVyat,  deaerled  from  bim,  and  went  over  to  the  rebels.  He  conttnued,  however, 
hu  services  in  the  suppression  of  the  insurrection,  and  when  it  was  accomplished. 
retired  to  his  seat  in  Norfolk,  and  d.  lliere  in  1554,  having  seen  the  reigns  of  eight

IIenry»  4th  Lord  Percy,  K.G.,  was  distingniahad  in  tha  Frandi  wnra  in  tlMifli|i 
of  King  Edward  IIL,  but  was  at  one  lima  in  dangar  of  loaing  hia  lila  aa  a  fMl 
farourer  of  the  famous  reformer  Dr.  John  WioUiff ;  he  waa  eraatad  Eari  of  Km^ 
thumberland  in  1377,  by  King  RicHAmo  II.,  with  lamaindar  to  hia  hahra  fMnL 
About  the  year  1399,  King  Kichard  haring  anapioiona  InatiUad  into  hkm  tmfm/6t% 
his  fidelitv,  sent  him  an  order  to  attend  4dm,  which  tha  Eari  laAiaiBg  to  ofitf,  l!l 
was  proclaimed  a  traitor  and  banished  tha  kingdom.  Upon  this  ha  joiaai  At 
standard  of  Henry  Duke  of  Lancaster,  not,  aa  ha  ararrad,  to  dapoaa  the  ^ 
obtain  a  more  equitable  system  of  goremment.  The  Duke  of  Lancaatar,  £owava; 
was  not  to  be  restrained,  and  being  successful  i^^nst  King  Ricbard,  dMlj 
tlirough  the  assiittauee  of  the  Earl  of  Northumberlnnd,  persuaded  hian  to  aeqainct 
in  the  transfer  of  the  crown.  But  the  jealousy  which  so  naturally  auhaiated  betwwi 
a  Moniirch  and  a  too  powerful  subject,  in  times  when  privilege  and  pren^^tifc  wat 
not  very  accurately  (lefined,  threw  tht^  Earl  of  Nortliumberlaind  again  into  lebeUiaB. 
Having,  with  his  <;allant  son  lienrv  Hotspur,  Lord  Percy,  defeated  the  Seolcli  it 
Huniihlon,  and  taken  their  leader,  tlie  Karl  of  Douglas,  prisoner,  he  entered  intsm 
alliance  with  him,  and  assisted  by  some  forces  from  Scotland  and  a  great  naakr 
of  his  own  retxiiners,  he  proposed  to  join  Owen  Glendour  and  hia  brouier,  the  Eal 
of  Worcester,  in  Wales.  He  was,  however,  con6ned  by  indisposition  at  Berwick, 
when  a  battle  was  fought  at  Shrewsbury,  by  the  rebel  troops  under  Hotopnr,  agaisit 
King  IIf.nuy's  army,  which  ending  in  Percy's  death  and  the  total  defeat  of  Idapaitr, 
the  Earl  was  compelled  to  throw  himself  on  the  King's  mercy,  and  waa  pardoaM. 
Again  in  140.)  he  was  implicated  in  a  project  of  treason,  for  which  Thomaa  Mowkny, 
Earl  Marshal,  and  Kichnrd  Scrope,  Archbishop  of  York,  were  beheaded ;  the  Eari  of 
Northumberland,  with  young  Henry  Percy,  his  grandson  and  heir,  tookiafagtii 
Scotland,  and  ri'tuniing  some  time  aflerwards,  raised  a  small  force,  with  whiu  W 
recovered  some  of  his  castles  and  Ix>rdships,  but  being  suddenly  attacked  br  ^ 
Sheriff  of  Yorkshire  with  the  ]>osse-comitatu8,  was  killed  after  a  aharp  6gibt  A 
Bramham  Moor,  near  Hazlewood,  in  February  1608  ;  and  being  attainted,  his  eMMi 
and  titles  were  forfeitetl. 

Henry  Lord  Percy,  K.G.,  his  eldest  son,  commonly  called  Hotspur,  coaimenet' 
his  career  of  glor)-  at  the  age  of  14  j  when  at  the  storming  of  Berwick  by  hia  fittksr 
he  is  said  to  have  done  so  valiantly,  that  he  deserved  singular  commendation  ;  fiw 
that  time  he  was  foremost  in  every  battle  in  which  English  prowesa  waa  engaged« 
and  became  so  famous  for  his  military  skill  and  valour,  that  he  is  said  by  a  foraigmr, 
whose  notes  of  that  transaction  are  preserved  in  the  Harleian  MSS.,  to  have  beca  it 
the  i»erio<i  of  Henry  IV. 's  coronation,  the  most  valiant  and  approved  knight  ii 
England.  At  the  battle  of  Otterboume,  in  which  James  Earl  of  Douglas,  tk« 
op])osed  commander,  was  killed,  Hotspur  was  made  prisoner  by  the  Lord  Moal- 
gomery,  but  paying  an  immense  sum  for  his  ransom,  was  speedily  liberated.  Maiv 
years  afler  this,  at  the  battle  of  Homildon,  he  took  Archibald  Earl  of  Doacltf 
prisoner,  and  the  fatal  conse^iueuce  of  the  association  thereby  produced,  which  ouM 
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in  bia  deolh  m  tlie  bnClJe  of  Shrewsbury  in  Julr  I40Z,  hns  been  alread)'  dsKiibed.

^Xancaiter  enabled  liim  toahaw.  in  hia  adhiinnice  la  Henrv  VI.,  the  son  of  his  Royal 

benefiictor,  nnotlier  instance  of  hia  t;ratitude  for  past  favours  ;  snd  be  was  soon 
V  afterwards,  23  Alay  ll.iS,  killed  in  Uie  battle  of  St.  Albans,  where  the  Lancastriun 

•  force*  were  routed,  and  the  King  himself  made  prisoner.    He  had  ntno  sons,  of  whom 

•  Uiree  died  young  -.  two  were  in  the  Church,  end  the  other  four  all  fell  in  the  Lan- 
caatrian  cause;  Sir  Thomas  Percy,  5th  son,  woa  created  Baron  Egremont  in  1+49, 
Bod  was  killed  at  the  battle  of  Norlbampton,  1460,  when  his  title  became  extinct ; 
Sir  Ralph  Percy,  7tb  son,  died  at  Hedgeley  Moor,  in  1464,  fighting  at  the  head  of 
some  foccea  raided  by  himself  against  the  Yoritiat  General,  Lord  Aionlacute;  be  left 
mnle  desreadants  nlio  t^ootinned  lo  the  third  generation ;  Sir  Richard  Percy,  8th 
BOD,  was  killed,  wilh  his  eldest  brother,  the  Esrl  of  Northumberland,  at  Ibe  battle  of 
Towton,  in  1461. 

Kenrvi  3rd  Earl  of  Northumberland,  was  of  die  same  age  with  King  Hex  at  VI., 
and.at'ave  veara  old,  received  the  honour  of  Knighthood  from  tlie  infunl  nianarch. 
who  had  hiiiiself  just  before  been  knighted  by  bis  uncle,  the  Unke  of  Bedford. 
After  the  decease  ofhis  father,  whom  be  succeeded  in  title  snd  estates,  this  Earl 
was  the  chief  supporter  of  the  Laccastriftn  interests  in  the  north,  till  the  bloody  and 
decisive  batlle  ofTowion,  19  March  litil,  in  which,  after  i^bi.ag  with  unwearied 
tourage  for  ten  hours,  he  was  killed,  and  victory  declared  for  the  iorkisla.  He  was 
altuinled  in  the  November  following,  by  Acl  of  Partiament,  and  bia  estutea  and 
honouta  forfeited.  The  Earldom  of  Northumberland  was  eooa  after  conferred  on 
John  Neville,  brother  of  Richard,  Karl  of  Warwick  aud  Salisbury.  The  Esrl  m. 
i^leonor,  daughter  and  sole  heir  of  Richard  Poyninga,  who  d.  in  hia  father's  life- 
time, eldest  sou  and  heir  of  lloben,5tb  Lord  Poyiiings,by  writ  in  1337;  this  marriage 
hroufrht  the  Barony  of  Poynings  to  the  House  of  Percy,  and  it  is  erroneoualy  sup- 
posed tliose  of  Fici-payne  and  Bryan  also,  wilh  which,  however,  this  Eleanor  hac!  no 

Ueury.  4th  Fori  of  Northumberland.  K.G..  their  son  and  heir,  being  a  minor  at 
tlie  time  of  bia  latlier'a  death,  was  committed  a  prisoner  to  the  Tower,  but  wai  re. 
leased  bv  King  Edwaro  IV.,  in  1469 ;  his  father's  attainder  was  reversed  soon 
afierwatijs,  and  the  Earldom  of  Northumberland,  surrendered  bv  John  Neville, 
who  waa  created  Morquia  of  Montacnte,  wa^  restored  lo  him.  Ho  woa  appointed 
^Varden  of  the  East  and  Middle  Marches,  and,  as  sncb,  had  the  chief  command 
under  Ricliard,  Duke  of  Cloareater,  of  the  army  nhich  invaded  Scotland  in  148«. 
and  look  the  city  of  Edinburgh.  King  Riciimo  111.  aenl  to  command  the  Earl  to 
attend  him  with  the  forces  of  the  north  on  the  invasion  of  tlie  Earl  of  Richmond,  and 
be  waa  on  ihe  Geld  of  battle  ol  Bosworth  ;  but,  unwilling  to  lend  his  aaaislance  tn 
tlie  King,  withheld  bis  Iroopa  from  engaging,  which  acquired  him  (he  favDnr  of 
King  Hevbv  VII.  He  waa  killed,  in  1469,  in  a  tumult  of  the  people,  excited  by 
King  Henrv's  imposition  of  some  heavy  laiea,  from  which  the  Earl  had  vainly  en- 
deavoured to  dissuade  him.  From  Josceline,  hia  4th  son.  descended  a  branch  of 
I'eri-vs  of  Beverley,  entincl  in  the  senior  line  iu  the  4tb  generation,  which  continued, 
IioweVer,   at  Cambridge,  in  the  junior  line    much  longer,  but  ib   now  extinct ;  the 
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■Dcestor  oflbii  juiiioi  line  was  ihp  Thcaiu  Feic^  concent^  in  llie  GuDpOicd'-r  PUl, 
grendacm  oftliia  Joaeelinp.

Henry.  Bib  Karl,  K.G.,  eurceeded  to  tbe  Earldcm  and  the  Unninifa  treatfd  ■ 
1557,  which,  but  for  llie  limitation  of  Die  patent,  wonld  have  bc«n  forfeited  ^b 
brolber'a  attainder.  He  distinguished  himself  sgainst  the  Scotch  in  Ibe  reigni'M 
of  Mbit  andEliiahelh,  and,  on  his  hmlher's  rebellion,  held  true  to  his  alleeiian. 
But  lalling  under  Huspicicn,  ns  a  Cnlholic,  of  having  plotted,  with  Francis  tbml 
morton  and  Lord  Paget,  for  ilie  liberation  of  the  Qneen  of  Scots,  he  «-bs  ronmin' 

breaat  with  three  piilol  bullcU.  by  his  own  band,  according  la  tbe  verdict  •'■ 
coroner's  inqueat.  Hem.  Cslherinn.  eldest  dBfl^hler  and  co-heir  of  Jobo  NcJb 
4ib  Lord  Latimerbr  Ibe  writ  cri43lti  co-beireas  nl»o  to  onerooietj  of  the  Bstna 
of  Plaiti  by  writ  I.il7,  and  Lisle  by  writ  13.^7,  which  co-heiiahipa  bsre  dona'^ 
on  their  beir  general  tlie  present  Duke  of  Northumberland. 

Henry,   91h  Earl,  K.U.,  Iheir  son  and  heir,  waa,  at  the  commencemenl  idi' 
reign  of  King  Jahvs  I.,  in  high  faiour  with  that  Monarch  ;but  on  ths  diacortni' 
the  Gunpowder  Plol,  in  whicb  his  relaliTe  Mr.  Ibomns  Percy  vaa  ooncerefd.** 
Enrlnaa  supposed  lo  be  prtry  to  it,  and  was,  by  tbe  Star  Chnmbet,  — "d 
pay  a  fine  of  ^  30.000,  and  to  be  imprisoned  in   tlie  Tower    foe  li 
which  clouded  the  re mninder  ofhia  dais;  tlie  paymeDt  Dr,iZO,t)DO, 
acted,    greatly  imi^aiiing  his  fortune,  and  an    imprisonrnpnt  of  f" 
tenally  injuring  his  health ;  be  d.  in  1639.     He  left  two  autviri

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Ilenrj,  the   younger  son.   wb»  irealed   Baron   Percy  of   Alnwick    in    1643,  nnti 
^wns  H  icalou*  supporter  of  tlja  Royal  cause  during  Ibe  ciiril  irars,  till  he  was  Isken 

Srisoner  at  AndoTflr  in  164.');  after  lit  libpratioD,  beiug  unable  (o  altend  his 
ioyal  mastar.  who  was  bimaelf  ■  prisoner,  and  all  hope  of  the  reBtonilion  of  his 
sSriirs  being  at  an  end.  he  went  orer  to  the  Ha^e.  and  remained  witli  the  Prince 
of  Wales,  afterwards  King  CuiaLza  11.,  till  bis  death  in  1659,  when  bia  title 
became  vjirinct. 

Aleeraon,  HHb  Earl,  K.G.,  the  eldest  iurriving  son  of  the  9th  Earl,  was  Lord 
^Hifb  Admiral  of  England,  and  one  of  King  Chahles's  Minialers  of  State,  tiU  the 
■'digcusslona  between  the  King  and  Porliatnent  came  to  an  open  rupture,  when  he 
■iramuned  in  Uie  councila  of  tiie  rebels,  actuated  probablj  by  Ibe  unhappy  peisecu- 
■'Cation  bis  father  bad  so  long  endurod.  He  was  entrusted  with  the  care  of  the 
P  King's  children  whan  they  fell  into  the  bands  of  the  Parliament,  and  treated  them 
'  Iritb  great  res|>ef  t  and  kindness  ;  was  wholly  averse  to  tbe  trial  and  murder  of  the 
'  King ;  and  nfter  that  event  be  retired  to  hii  house  at  Petwortb,  where  he  resided 
'  till  tb«  Hestoralion,  in  which  he  concurred,  and  was  afierwarda  of  the  Privy 
Council  to  King  Charles  11.     He  d.jn  166B,  and  naa  succeeded  by  his  only  son, 

Joseline,  1 1tli  Enrl,  who  d.  at  Turin,  on  his  tnivela,  in  1670,  in  his  twenty-si iili 
^ear.  without  issue  male,  when  the  Earldom  of  Northumberland,  and  the  Baronies 
<:rpflted  by  the  patent  of  1557.  became  eidnct.  He  Left  an  only-surviving  child 
lieireas  lo  liis  large  poasessioQa, 

The  Lady  Elizabeth  Percv;  she  wns  b.  36  Jan.  16G7,  m.  Isl  in  1679,  to  Henry 
Cavendish,'  Karl  of  Ogle,  bod  and  heir  of  Henry  Duke  of  Newcastle,  who  assumeil 
-tbe  name  of  Perry,  and  d.  in  1680  ;  Sndly,  to  I'faoRiai  Thvnne,  Ewt.,  of  Longleate, 
Co.  Wilts,  who  was  aaassainaled  in  1681,  by  foreigners ' hired  by  Count  Koniga- 
mark,  himself  a  pretender  to  the  hand  of  the  young  heiress ;  and  Srdly,  30  May 
16B1,  being  thus  twice  a  widow  and  the  third  lime  a  wife,  when  little  more  than 
fifteen  yeara  of  age,  to  Charles  Seymour,  7th  Duke  of  Somerset ;  she  il.  ¥3  Nov. 
nfi,  and  the  Duke  rf.  2  Deo.  1748,  They  had  thirteen  chiidreo.  of  whom  Uiree 
dautfhtera  lived  to  marry  ;  but  only  two  sons  survived  the  period  of  childhood,  vis. 
Lord  Percy  Seymoor,  the  6th  ion,  whod.imm.  in  17SI,  aged  twenty -five  ;  and  their 

ALiiERKov  SEYHOi'n,  Earl  of  Hertford,  who  was  summoned  to  Parliament  by 
writ  in  17^3,  on  the  decease  of  bis  mother,  upon  tlie  supposition  that  ibe  ancient 
liarony  of  Percy  had  descended  upon  him,  and  he  took  the  precedence  of  tbe  writ 
of  1199  ;  this  Barony,  however,  if  it  bad  not  been  forfeilod  by  the  attaindera  of  Sit 
TTiomaa  Percy  and  bia  son,  the  7tb  Earl,  would  be  in  abeyaueo  between  the  repre- 
sentatives of 'the  four  daughters  and  co-heirs  of  that  Ear! ;  the  writ,  therefore,  of 
17*2,  created  a  new  Barony  in  fee,  descendible  to  the  heirs  general  of  Algernon, 
then  Earl  of  Hertford,  and  afterwards  Bth  Duke  of  Somerset,  and  is  the  only  Barony 
by  writ  inlieriled  by  the  present  Dnke  of  Northumberland.  He  succeeded  big  father 
as  Duke  of  Somerset  in  1748,  and  was  created  in  1749,  Baron  Warkworth  of  Wark- 
worth  Castle.  Co.  Northumberland,  and  Esil  of  Northnmberland,  with  remainder, 
failing  his  issue  male,  to  his  son-in-taw.  Sir  Hugh  Smithson,  Bart.,  and  the  hejta 
male  of  his  body  by  Lady  Elizabeth,  bis  wife,  sole  daughter  of  the  said  Duke  of 
Somerset ;  be  was  alao  created  Baron  Cockennouth,  and  Earl  of  Egremoni.  with  a 
special  remainder— S«  Earl  of  Egremoni.  He  d.  in  1750,  hsving  survived  bis 
only  Ban  Geowe.  \i5C0unt  Beauchamp,  a  young  nobleman  of  great  promise,  who  d. 
on  bia  nineteenib  birtlidav.  in  1744.  while  on  hia  travels  in  Italy, 

His  only  dau);hler  and'huir,  the  Ladv  Elizabeth  Sf.vmouk,  b.  5  Dec.  1716,  m. 
18  July  1740.  Sir  Hugh  Smithson,  Hart.,  of  SUnwick,  Co,  York;  she  sucoOBdod  as 
Baroness  Piibcy  on  tbe  death  of  her  father,  to  whom  her  husband  succeeded  as 
Earl  of  Northumberland  and  Baron  Warkwor'h  ;  be  aasnmed  the  name  of  Pincv, 
and  was  created  in  1766  F.arl  Percy  and  Dms  of  NoRTiiitMBEHLANO  ;  and  in  1784. 
Karon  Louvaine  of  Alnwick,  with  remainder  to  Algernon  Percy,  his  Snd  son,  who

third  time  appointed  to  it,  and  with  difficulty  obtained  permission  to  retire  in  mSt ; 

when  he  was  advanced  to  the  dignity  of  Duke  of  Ormonde  in  the  Peer^a  of  England. 

Tbe  latter  years  of  hia  life  were  clouded  by  tbe  Dneasineas  with  which  he  witnessed  the 

course  pursuing  hy  King  Jmxa  It.  towards  his  ruin,  and  bis  apprehensions  of  what 

for  loyalty,  ability  in  success,  and  constancy  in  adversity,  equal  if  not  superior  loany 
which  Ihat  era  of  agitation  produced,  lie  lost  in  the  service  of  the  crown,  alYer  deduct- 
ing aUemolumentsreceived,  nearly  ^yOU.OUO,  a  sum  incomparably  greater  at  that  lime 
than,  inuneiiso  aait  is,  it  can  be  considered  at  present.  He  had  eight  sons,  of  whom 
only  three  lived  to  maturity,  vii. ;  I  Thomas,  Earl  of  Ossory ;  a  Richard,  who  having 
purchased  (ho  Isles  of  Arran,  was  created  in  1668  Baron  Butler  ofCloughgrenan,  Vis- 
count of  TuUogb,  and  Earl  of  Arran,  in  Ireland;  and  in  1673,  in  reward  of  tbe  bravery 
he  had  displayed  in  tbe  sea  fights  of  that  year  against  the  Dotch,  he  was  crested  a  Peer 
of  England,  by  the  title  of  Uaron  Butler  of  Weston  ;  he  d.  without  issue  male,  in 
1685,  when  all  bis  titles  became  eitincC;  he  leH  an  only  daughter  and  heir,  Che  wife 
of  Cbariea  Lord  Cornwallis,  and  mother  of  the  first  Eabl  Cornwallis,  who  was 
grandfalber  of  the  late  Marquis  and  of  the  present  Earl  Cornwallis.  3  John,  cre- 
ated in  1676,  Baron  of  .\gherim,  V  iscount  of  Clonmore,  and  Earl  of  Gowran,  in  the 
Peerage  of  Ireland,  which  titles  became  eitinct  by  his  death  without  issue,  in  1677. 
Thomas,  Earl  of  Ossoiy,  K,G.,  eldest  sod  of  tbe  1st  Dues  of  Obhon  de,  was 
called  to  tlie  House  of  Lords  in  Ireland,  as  Earl  of  Ossoty  in  1662,  and  took  his  seat 
above  all  Peers  of  that  degree;  he  was  Lieutenant-Geaeral  of  the  army  of  Ireland  ; 
and  a  Rear  Admiral,  in  which  latter  rank  be  gsllantly  commanded  under  Prince 
Rupert,  in  the  tbreo  well-con teated  but  indecisive  sea-fights  between  the  English 
nnif  Dutch  fleets  in  1673,  and  in  Sejilomber  hoisted  hia  (lag  as  Commander-in-Chief  of

His  son  Robert  de  Moule,  came  into  Scot- 
land with  King  D:ivio  I.  and  obtained  from  tbat  MonsTch  lands  in  Lothian;  he  d.

PiTsici  lUiVLi.  of  Panmure,  who  HOccmpnnied  King  Jahes  I.  into  England.

cessor.  This  Sir  Anthony  succeeding  in  bia  childhood  to  slsi^  estate,  improved  hi< 
DHlural  abilities  by  s  diligent  application  to  his  iludies  nl  OiKird.  nod  afterwards  at 
Cray 'a  Ian,  where  he  hecsine  cooBpicuous  for  his  knoirledge  of  the  law.  At  the 
breaking  out  of  the  troubles  ho  enlisted  himself  in  the  Royal  party,  but  owing  to 
some  peraonsl  offencBSreceiyed  from  Prince  Maurice,  and  afterwards  from  the  King 
himielf,  Sit  Anthony  passed  oyer  to  the  Parliament.  He  howerer  was  >o  desirous

It  in  Pjrliiunent,  and,  aner  his  death,  was  very  active  and  inSuentiat  in  promoting 
the  Resloiation  of  King  CninLES  II.  He  was  one  of  the  deputation  sent  by  the- 
ParUiinantto  reijoest  "  that  his  Mnjesty  would  be  pleased  to  return,  and  to  t&ke  the 
government  of  the  kingdom  into  his  hsnds,  where  he  would  Gad  all  possible  aflee- 
tion,  duly,and  obedience  from  all  bis  aabjects."  Three  days  before  the  King's  Co- 
ronation in  llidl,  be  was  created  Baron  Ashley,  of  Wimbor^e.  St.  Giles,  Co.  DonMt ; 
he  was  a  Minister  of  State  through  great  part  of  Cii*hles  11. 'b  reiga,  and  was  one 
of  the  five  ministers  who,  from  the  initials  of  their  names,  were  styled  by  the  Oppo- 
sition the  '■  Cabal."  He  was  appointed  Lord  High  Chancellor  in  1672.  and  created 
Baron  Cooper  of  Pawletl,  Co.  Somerset,  and  Earl  of  Shafteahury.  He  was,  how- 
ever, so  strong  an  opponent  of  Popery,  snd  so  little  favourable  to  the  succession  of 
the  Dnke  of  Vork,  tbst  in  1673  be  woe,  by  the  influence  of  the  Duke,  deprived  of 
the  Great  Seal,  and  becoming  a  violent  opposer  of  (he  Government,  was  thrown  into 
the  Tower  in  1677,  and  there  detained  for  a  year  on  a  charge  of  contempt  of  the  au- 
thority and  being  of  Parliament,  and  waa  onfy  released  at  length  upon  acknowledg- 
ing bis  offence  on  hia  knees  at  the  bar  of  the  House.  In  1679  the  feelings  of  the 
nation  ranning  high  against  Popery,  he  was  for  a  short  time  made  President  of  the 
Council,  but  again  displaced  for  persisting  in  hia  opposition  to  the  Dnke  of  York's 
succession,  la  1681  he  waa  agsin  comuilled  to  the  Tower,  and  an  indictment  of 
high  treaaon  wae  preferred  against  him  before  tho  grand  jury  st  the  Old  Bailey, 
charging  him  with  being  party  to  a  conspiracy  for  forcibly  preventing  the  accession 
of  the  Duke  of  York,  seizing  the  King's  guards,  and  compelling  his  iMojesty  to  sub- 
mil  to  sucli  terms  as  the  conspirators  sbnuld  preacrihe  ;  much  was  sworn  against 
him  by  the  false  witnesses,  so  common  at  this  period,  but  the  grandjnry,  a^er  duly 
weighing  all  the  evidence,  rejected  the  indictment.

Ltion  of  power  as  that  now  poeeessed  by  the  Protector  had  never  been  enjoyed  by  ■ 
ibject  of  this  realm,  especially  bv  one  Kbo,  uotwith standing  his  near  nkitiOTiahip 
>  tlie  Kiiiit,  was  not  of  tlie  blood  lloyal,  and  it  excited  the  jealouiv  of  the  nobilitr. 
A  eonfedenicy  wae  formed  sgaiust  him,  hexded  by  John  Dudley,  Earl  of  Wuwiclr, 
anerwnrde  Duke  of  Northumberland,  who  himself,  ruined  by  an  eiceai  of  proa* 
perity,  fell  in  an  unauccea>rul  attemjit  St  Gxing  the  erowu  on  the  broi*  of  his 
daugliler- in-law,  the  Lady  Jano  Grey.  The  Duke  of  Somerset  «raa  unable  lo  sup- 
port himself  against  their  united  machinations,  but  he  did  not  wholly  sutcuinb  at 
DDCSi  in  l.)4Uhe  was  deprired  of  hia  Hrolectorahip,  committed  to  tlie  Tower,  and 
his  estates  declared  forftiled  to  the  Crown;  but  he  was  liberated  in  three  monlhs,  the 
chief  of  his  property  reoorered.  and  a  reconciliation  effected  in  appearancB  between 
him  and  the  EsrloCM'arwick.  amarriaga  being  solemniMd  bet  ween  the  Duke's  eldest 
dnughlar  and  John  Viscount  Lille,  son  of  tbe  Karl  of  Warwick,  w!iiah  the  King 
grwed  with  his  presence.  This  feud,  however,  was  not  thus  to  be  chwsd  ;  dissea- 
tioDS  again  broke  ODt ;  the  Earl  of  Warwick,  who  procured  a  patent  to  raise  him  lo 
llie  rank  of  Duke  of  Northumberlnnil.  possessed  tlie  politicnl  power,  bat  ihe  King 
favoured  his  uncle,  and  allowed  him  so  m^ch  accens  to  his  person,  that  Norlhum* 
berlund  began  to  perceive,  that  unlv'.a  hr  could  efiectually  remove  him,  his  own  pre- 
eminence would  not  long  eiist.  The  Duke  of  Somerset  was  therefore  impeached  of 
high  Irenaon  and  felony  ;  of  tlie  treason  he  was  acquitted,  but  found  Eailty  of  felony. 
in  an  intention  to  mutdi-r  tl>e  Duke  of  Norlhumbariand.  being  a  Frivy  Councillor  ; 
wlielhar  tliis  accusation  was  founded  in  fact  can  no  further  be  ascertained  tlian  by 
tbe  judgmeot  of  the  Peers,  but  certain  it  is  that  no  attempt  had  been  made  bj 
Someraet  ui>on  tbe  life  of  his  rival ;  yet  for  this  imputed  intention  he  was  con- 
demned to  suffer  death  ;  and  young  Ldward,  though  he  had  now  attuiued  an  age 
when  he  was  capable  of  acting  to  a  certain  extent  for  himself,  was  induced  to  permit 
tlie  immolation  u]iou  the  sculfold,  for  such  a  cause,  of  an  uncle  who  had  been  so  long 
iu  immediate  stlendance  upon  his  periion.  He  was  beheaded  in  l^M,  greatly 
Inmerilud  hv  the  nntton,  and  especially  by  tlie  Protestants,  whom  he  had  warmly  and 
steadily  supported.

Sir  Wim.iam  Siymour,  K,G„  who  fbUowinr  in  the  Ibolstepo  of  bisnaadftAv, 
entered  in  1610  into  a  dandeatine  marriase  with  a  Ladj  of  Royal  Uood,  tbe  Lalf 
Arabella  Stuart,  daughter  of  Charlea,  5th  carl  of  Lennox,  uncle  of  Kinr  Jauis  C 
<nd  son  of  Matthew  Earl  of  Lennox,  by  fhe  Lady  Margaret  Donglaa,  only  dsstfcii 
of  Archibald  Earl  of  Angus,  by  Maivnet  of  England,  Qneen  Powagei  of  Ssenai 
widow  of  J  AMES  IV.  and  mother  of  Jambs  V.,  Klnga  of  Scotland.    King  JaaMi»* 
hearing  of  thia  marriage,  concluded  without  his  eonenneneep  eonamittad  Bfr.flR* 
mour  to  the  1  ower,  and  the  young  lady  to  close  impriaoament  ia  the  hoaas  if  ■ 
Thomas  Parry,  at  I.Ambetb ;  both  contrired  aimultanaoaaly  to  effect  Aair  eaaifeblrt 
while  Mr.  Seymour  reached  France  in  safiBty,  the  Lady  Arabella  waa  mbkmwA 
imprisoned  in  the  Tower,  where  she  d.  without  iaane  in  1615.     His  lather  and  sUs 
brother  being  dead,  he  aucceeded  his  grandfather  as  Earl  of  Hertford  in  I6fl,*' 
in  1640  was  cr  ated  Marquis  of  Hertford.

James  Stiinho|>e,  eldest  son,  and  the  only  son  who  lefl  issue,  of  the  Hon.  AWx- 
nnder  Stanhope,  li^th  son  of  I'hilip,  Ist  Earl  of  Chesterfield,  having  risen  to  then&fc 
of  Major-(ieneral  in  the  army,  whs  appointed  to  tlie  chief  conunand  of  tbe  Bfiu^ 
forces  in  Spain  in  1708.  His  fin^t  enterprise,  on  assuming  this  command,  wsi  ^ 
reduction  of  Port  Mahon,  in  the  island  of  Minorca,  which  he  achieved  with  £XM! 
gallantry  and  skill ;  this  was  followed  up  by  the  victories  of  Almeuara  and  $sn* 
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gos**.  ind  in  Sept.  1709  he  entered  Madrid,  of  which  lie  took  posseauoD  in  the 
uuiie  at'  King  Chnrlea.  But  his  trinmpha  n-ere  abort.  Tlie  Uulie  de  Veadomo 
■saumed  tlie  conimiiiid  of  the  combined  Froncb  and  Spaoiah  iTinieii ;  tlie  CwtiJiuis 
■Kached  to  King  Philip  «buidoned  Madrid  and  crowded  lo  hii  stuidnrd  ;  llie  Hnniea 
of  Cbarlsj  were  neglected  both  by  the  Goveniinwits  of  Vienna  and  Ijindon  ; 
Genenil  St»nho|«j  retreated  before  a  superior  forco,  and  being  deaerted  by  the  Got- 
nuD  Commuider.  Prince  Slarhemberg,  wae  (urrouadfid  at  Brihnegv  at  the  end  of  No- 
reoiber,  and  after  n  ihort  but  vigoroua  reaisumoe,  wu  compelled  to  aurrender  with 
bis  whole  army,  amounlinfc  to  tiro  thouaand  men.

lie  wan  gpr'eat-grandfather  of  Patrick  Lyox,  iHio  was  ereatod  Loan  Glamis  ia  14ft 
and  d.  in  1459;  his  two  eldest  sons,  ALBZANj>Ea,  who  H,  withoot  iMoe  ial4B% 
and  John,  who  d.  in  1497,  were  suoceenTelj  Loans  Gla mis  ;  the  latter  waiaa- 
ceeded  bv  his  son  John,  4th  Loan,  who  d.  in.l500;  learin^  issue,  GaoaGi,Jlk 
Lord,  who  d.  a  minor  in  1505,  and  Joun,  6th  Loan,  who  aneceedod  bis  hndbsr. 

Th«  6th  Lord  d,  in  1538,  having  tn,  Janet  Douglas,  daasfater  of  Goofga,  MmIw 
of  Anf^is,  and  sister  of  Archibald,  6th  Earl  of  Angus,  who  wsa,  with  AitUbdi 
CBmpb«ll  of  Kepneith,  her  2nd  husband,  and  her  son  Lono  Glamii^,  and  eAen, 
indicted  for  designs,  by  poison  or  witchcraft,  against  the  life  of  King  Jsna  V. 
Cumpbt^H,  in  attempting  to  escape  from  the  Castle  of  Edinborgfa,  was  dashed  t» 
pieces  a^j^ainst  the  rocks  wliich  form  the  base  of  that  sublime  edifice  ;  the  Lady  m 
condemned  for  a  witcli,  and  burnt  to  death  on  the  Castle  Hill,  17  July  IJ^i 
displaying  to  on  immense  concourse  of  spectators  a  masculine  firmness  of  mind, 
worthy  the  house  of  Dout^las,  in  a  form  of  feminine  grace  and  beautv.  Herios 
John,  7th  Loud,  still  a  minor,  was  also  condemned  to  death,  but  his  execution  vis 
respited  till  he  came  of  af^e.  Meanwhile  the  accuser,  one  Lyon,  aroired  kii 
evidence  to  be  Ailse,  and  the  Lord  G  lam  is  was  released  ;  he  d.  in  1558.  Sir 
Thomas  Lyon,  his  eldest  son,  was  one  of  the  principal  agrents  in  the  rtid  of 
Uuthven  in  1 J82  ;  and  the  King's  bursting  into  tears  when  Sir  Thomas  stopped  faia 
from  passing  the  door,  drew  from  him  the  exclamation,  "No  matter,  better  childres 
weep  than  bearded  men!"  On  the  King's  recovering  his  libertv  the  folloTin; 
year,  Sir  Ttiomas  retired  into  England,  and  was  forfeited,  but  was  pardoned  in  13m. 
At  his  death  in  1.')l>4  the  King  remarked  that  the  boldest  and  hardiest  man  in  la 
dominions  was  taken  away.  John,  Uth  i..oRo  Glamis,  his  elder  brother,  andekkst 
son  of  the  7th  Loan,  was  appointed  I^rd  High  Chancellor  of  Scotland  in  t.^"^ 
and  in  March  157U  was  de))Uted  by  the  nobility,  who  were  tired  of  the  administniiM 
of  the  Regent,  Earl  of  Morton,  to  notify  to  the  Earl  that  the  King,  though  oolria 
his  I'Jtli  year,  had  resolved  to  take  the  government  into  his  own  hands,  llie  Lffd 
Glamis  was  accidentally  killed  in  an  encounter  between  his  own  followers  andtbdM 
of  the  Karl  of  (Crawford  ut  Stirling,  on  the  17th  of  the  same  month.

Peer  of  Great  Britain, 

The  Patriarch  of  tliis  family  was  Ludovic,  a  noble  Norman,  who  came  into  En^* 
land  in  the  reign  of  Hfniiy  1.,  and  assumed  the  name  of  Townshend  ;  the  11th  ia 
descent  from  him  w.is  Sir  Roger  Townshend,  created  a  Baronet  in  1617 ;  he  <^*  is 
1636,  leaving  two  sons:  Sir  Roger,  who  d,  under  age,  and  Sir  Horatio,  wborac- 
ceeded  his  brother;  he  was  a  minor  during  the  reign  of  King  Charles  I.,  but  pot 
himself  very  forward  in  jiromoting  the  Restoration.  He  carried  an  address  to  the 
Parliament  in  Jan.  1659  from  the  County  of  Norfolk,  demanding  the  restoration  of 
tlie  secludod  Members,  or  tlie  convening  of  a  free  Parliament ;  in  that  of  1660, 
which  voted  tlte  Restoration,  he  represented  the  County,  and  wss  elected  one  (^ 
the  twelve  Commoners  to  curry  over  to  the  King  the  humble  petition  of  the  two 
Houses  that  he  would  be  pleased  speedily  to  return  and  take  the  government  of  the 
kingdom  into  his  hands.  He  was  created  in  1661  Baron  Townshend  of  Lynn  R^ 
gis,  Co.  Norfolk,  and  in  168^  Viscoi'NT  Townshend,  of  Raynham,  Co.  Noilolk;  l* 
d,  in  16U7,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  eldest  son 

CifAiiLES,  '2nd  Viscount,  who  throughout  the  reign  of  George  I.,  and  intheearij 

part  of  that  of  George  II.,  held  a  most  distinguished  station  in  the  counciboftiic 

country.     He  retired  from  the  administration  in  1730  on  account  of  the  public  tfJ 

private  jealousies  which  were  daily  increasing  between  him  and  his  brother-in-liV:

John  de  Wa1|^va,  Sheriff  of  London  in  ItOd,  waa  aon  of  Waiina  de  Walgiara  of 
Walgrav-e,  in  ^  orthamptoDahire.  10th  from  him,  waa  Sir  Edward  Waldagnnra,  who 
being  of  the  hooaehold  of  the  Princeaa,  altarwarda  Quaan  Mabt,  waa  committed  to 
the  Tower  in  the  reign  of  Kine  Edwamd  VI.,  for  rafoaing  to  fin^d  tba  oalebntioa 
of  Mass  in  her  honae ;  be  had  not,  howarar,  been  confinad  much  abora  a  moatb, 
when,  being  seized  with  the  quartan  agaa,  ha  waa  antmatad  to  the  coatody  of  the  Liea- 
tenant  of  the  Tower  in  a  prirate  houae  for  hia  more  eaay  cure,  and  aix  pvmf^w  after- 
wards  obtained  permiaaion  to  return  to  hia  own  honae.  The  King  lirad  not  kMi; 
after  tbia ;  and  the  acceaaion  of  Mary  brought  ^reatadTantaga  to  harfoithfbl  aerrant. 
This  prosperity  waa  not,  howerer,  of  long  contmnanae ;  Mabt  died  and  Sir  Edward 
waa  divested  of  all  hia  employmenta  by  Eliiabeth,  and  again  thrown  into  the  Towar, 
where  he  d.  in  1561.  Sir  Edward  WaldegraTe,  hia  grandaon,  waa  created  a  Buoaet 
in  1643 ;  though  aeventy  years  of  ag^  at  the  breaking  out  of  the  great  rebellion, he 
loyally  took  up  arms,  performed  good  aenrice  to  the  King'a  cauae  in  the  West,  and 
continued  faithful  to  it  to  the  last. 

Sir  Henry  Waldegrave,  great  grandson  of  the  laat-mentioned  Sir  Edward,  wu 
created  in  1686  Baron  Waldegrave  of  Chewtoo,  Co.  Somerset ;  he  d.  in  1689, and 
was  succeeded  by  his  eldest  son,  James,  2nd  Lord,  K.G.,  created  in  1739  Viscount 
Chewton  of  Chewton,  Co.  Somerset,  and  Earl  WALDEORAxna,  Co.  Northampton ;  be 
(/.  in  1741,  leaving  two  sons, 

1  James,  2nd  Earl,  K.G.,  the  friend  and  Minister  of  King  George  II.;  be  d. 
without  issue  male,  in  1763,  having  m.  Maria,  2nd  daughter  of  Sir  Edward  Wal- 
pole,  K.B.,  by  whom,  who  was  afterwards  m.  to  the  Duke  of  Gloucester,  he  left 
tliree  daughters.

Richard  Nerill,  Eail  of  Warwick,  the  celebrated  King  BiUker,  ton  of  Ridmd, 
Earl  of  Salisbury,  bj  Anne  de  Beauchamp,  aiater  of  tho  Duke ;  laabel,  his  eUeit 
daughter,  and  at  length  sole  heir,  m,  George,  Dnke  of  Qaorenoe,  brother  of  Kio; 
Edward  IV. ;  whose  son,  Edward,  bore  the  title  of  Eerl  of  Wsorwick,  which  wai 
forfeited  by  his  attainder  in  1499.  Margaret,  hia  sister  and  heir,  ■».  Sir  Bichird 
Pole,  K.G. ;  the  Marquis  of  Hastings  is  her  eldest  oo-heir. 

From  Walter  de  Beauchamp  of  Alcester,  fnd  son  of  William^  Baron  of  Emley,  hj

The  family  of  Grerille  came  into  England  at  the  oonqoest ;  and  this  Sir  Falb 
was  7th  in  descent  from  William  Grerille,  who  settled  at  Mlloote  in  Warwickihirt. 
in  the  rei^  of  Richard  II. 

Sir  Fulke  Greville  had,  by  Elizabeth  Willooghby,  two  sons  : 

1  Fulke,  whose  son,  the  accomplished  Sir  Fulke  Greville,  the  friend  of  Sir 
Philip  Sidney,  and  one  of  the  brightest  ornaments  of  the  Courtof  our  Maiden  Qoeea, 
obtained  from  King  James  1.  a  grant  of  Warwick  Castle,  which  he  found  in  a  ruin- 
ous condition,  und  which  at  a  vast  expense  he  repaired  and  beautified.  He  we 
created  in  1620  Baron  Brooke  of  Beauchamp  Court,  Co.  Warwick,  with  remaindff, 
foiling  issue  his  male,  to  Robert  Greville,  son  and  heir  of  Fulke,  only  son  of  Robert, 
his  uncle  ;  he  d,  without  issue  in  1628,  assassinated  by  one  of  his  own  servants,  and 
Mar^ret,  his  sister,  became  sole  heir  to  the  Barony  of  Willoughby  de  Broke,  and 
eldest  co-heir  of  the  Barony  of  Beauchamp  of  Powycke ;  she  m.  Sir  Hichard  Vemer. 
ancestor,  by  her,  of  the  present  Lord  Willoughby  de  Broke. 

2  Robert,  father  of  Fulke,  whose  son,  Robert,  succeeded  as  2nd  Lord,  agreeablvto 
the  above  limitation  ;  educated  by  the  Ist  Lord  as  his  heir,  he  neverthelMs  imiMbcd 
some  wild  principles  of  liberty  which  were  certainly  greatly  at  varianc-e  with  the  doc- 
trines of  tlie  rei)j:n  of  Elizabeth,  and  from  the  first  symptom  of  disunion  between 
the  King  and  Parliament,  he  ranged  himself  in  the  most  hostile  position  possiU« 
against  all  the  measures  of  the  Court ;  when  these  wordy  broils  grew  to  actual  war- 
fare, he  was  appointed  Lieutenant- General  under  the  Earl  of  Easex,  and  Commander 
6f  the  Counties  of  Warwick  and  Stafford ;  and  making  his  castle  the  princi][>alstx«og- 
hold  of  the  Parliament  in  those  parts,  he  engaged  in  the  hottest  of  the  war ;  bf 
was  mainly  instrumental  in  the  victory  of  his  ]iarty  at  Edgehill,  and  was  killed  fooe 
nf^er  in  the  assault  of  St.  Chad's  church  at  Lichfield,  defended  in  the  most  gallant 
manner  by  the  Earl  of  Chesterfield,  2  March  1643,  being  St.  Chad's  day  ;  and  bar- 
ing, as  Lord  Clarendon  reports,  that  very  morning  prayed,  "  that  if  the  cause  b« 
were  in  were  not  right  and  just,  he  might  be  presently  cut  off."  He  was  foUoired 
in  succession  by  three  of  his  five  sons,  viz.  1  Francis,  3rd  Lord,  who  d.  uim.,

|«te  army  wilhin  Ihe  Deccnn,  and  in  Ihia  commund  it  was  thil  bi>  brilliint  tilenti 
lirsi  ahone  upon  Ihe  world,  ibnoit  in  their  full  aplendour,  in  Ibeakilful  combinationB 
bv  which,  under  the  moat  edvetse  oircumMancea,  he  achieTed  tbe  deciaiye  rictory  (if 
AaiHve  ;  llml  of  Argaum,  whicb  followed,  and  the  ilarminu  of  tbe  furlrees  of  Gn- 
wilgfiir.  ended  tliB  war,  and  eanipd  for  Major-Genenl  WelWley  tbe  thaotaof  both 
Houeea  of  Parliament,  and  the  Older  of  thf  Bath. 

Sir  Arthur  remrneil  to  Europe,  and  was  appointed  Thief  Sneretafy  of  Ireliind 
under  the  Vice-royaliy  of  hia  fnend  the  tale  Duke  of  Richmond,  from  whicb  office 
be  «  aa  called  to  a  conunand  in  the  expedition  to  Cojienlitg«n,  under  lAird  Catbcart, 
and  matenallj  contributed  to  its  aurceaa. 

In  .^ugual  1808  be  wat  aent  to  Fonu^  wifh  a  ronsidemblfl  force,  ond  fought  the 
battles  of  Roleia  and  Vimieia  before  the  arrival  of  Sir  Harry  Bnrrurd  and  Sir  lluch 
Dalrymple,  who,  bj  conclading  the  Coorention  of  Cintra,  destroyed  a  part  of  the 
advanti^iea  fairlv  to  be  expected  from  the  courage  of  tbe  army,  and  the  (kill  of  its 
Commander,  'f  he  three  Generals  were  sununoned  home,  the  commnnd  detolTed  on 
tbe  brave  but  unfortunate  Sir  John  Moore,  and  tbe  Peniniula  was  etacusled  by  tbe 
British  troopa.  An  invBitigMion  into  tbe  whole  ofthe  Portuguese  aSiur  proved  to 
Ihe  Government  and  to  the  nation,  that  Sir  Arthur  Wellesley  was  Ihe  General  to 
lead  the  Britiah  irmr  to  •iclory,  and  his  Bppoinbnent  to  the  command 'in-cbief  ofano- 
Ihercipedilionient'to  Portugal  foUowedin  1809.  [lis  brilliant  passage  of  the  Douro 
once  more  freed  Portugal  from  the  preaence  of  the  French  troopa.  and  the  glorious, 
though  inderiaiTe  conflict  of  Talarera  enaued  ;  in  reward  of  which  Sir  Ardiur  was 
f  teiated  to  the  Peerage  in  1809  by  the  tiUe  of  Baron  Douro  of  Weltealev.  Co.  So- 
ii.er>iet.  and  VtKouvr  WctiiNnTON  of  Tnlavera  and  Wellington,  Co.' Somerast^ 
All  ihat  cuiisummats  militsry  akill  could  do  against  Ihe  prodigious  aaperiorit;r  tiU 
li>rce  now  oppoaed  to  tbe  Britieh  General,  waa  effected  by  the  completion  of  the  in- 
|rt>(nishle  lines  of  Torres  Vedras  and  the  battle  of  Busaco,  Hia  defensive  opeia- 
ti  were  completely  sncceaaful.  tbe  enemy  withdrew  from  the  eibauated  country. 


,.Hil  tbe  yesr  18H  opened  with  the  caplure  of  the  imiwrtant  fortress  of  Cindad  Rod- 
ri(:o.  TTie  Tear  of  restrictiona  on  the  fnnctiona  of  the  Regency  waa  now  expired. 
Tid  the  fin't  use  made  by  Ihe  Prince   Regent  of  tbe  free  exercise  of  his  Itegal

tVrlrest  of  Badajos  next  fell,  the  victory  of  Fuentea  d'Onores  led  the  wsy  to  Ihe 
i-loriouB  day  of  Salamiinca,  and  the  conqueror  was  created  Marquis  of  Welling- 
uin  ;  the  airge  of  Cadis  raised,  and  the  government  of  Spain  roatoreil  to  its  caiiitsi, 
were  lbs  immediate  fruiuof  this  brilliant  victory-  The  year  1813  was  illustralHl  by 
ihe  decisiro  viclorv  of  Vitlorio.  which  won  for  the  Geneml  a  Field-Msishal  s

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Uton  :  the  rapture  of  Punprima  tad  But  Sebastian,  and  the  defeat  of  die  Freock 
annT  in  the  passes  of  the  Ppeneet,  aeeonpliahad  the  delrrerance  of  Spain,  and  tbe 
rloee  of  this  year  saw  tbe  Tietor  eetaWiahed  on  the  teiritoij  of  Fmiee.  In  1814 
the  battles  o'f  Orthes  and  Tooloose  preceded  the  general  peace,  and,  at  its  coodo- 
kion,  tbe  laurelled  conqueror  was  raised  to  the  Dneal  dignitj.  Nuneroos  votMof 
thanks  bad  passed  both  Ilonaea  of  PailiaaMnt,  and  the  eoontrr,  with  a  UTi*b  hsad, 
affonied  the  means  of  supporting  the  irat  lanb  in  the  atafe  ao  laeritoriottslj  won. 

Every  country-  in  Europe  showered  its  honoon  on  the  British  Commander,  tad 
a  personal  conflict  with  the  leader  of  the  French  amiea  and  hia  choeen  troops 
was  all  that  now  remained  to  seal  his  anriraUed  K^ionj^  Nap<4eon  returaed  from 
Elba,  the  field  of  Waterloo  was  fought  and  won,  and  Wellington'a  triumphs  iftn 
consummated.  England  coold  do  no  more  for  the  Duhe  and  the  Field-Marshsl,  bat 
history  will  add  this  proudest  wreath  to  his  imperiahable  laurela. 

Since  the  Peace,  to  which  his  arms  ao  aplciididlT  contrilmted,  the  Duke  of  Wel- 
lington, as  Ambassador  abroad,  Commander-in  •chief,  or  Stateaman  at  home,  and  renr 
lately  as  leader  of  dte  opposition,  has  not  eeased  to  derota  hia  time  and  tsknti 
to  his  countrr.
